Williams unexpectedly 
spoke out for increased state 
unemployment benefits as work- 
ers began signing up for “sup- 
plementary unemployment ben- 
efits’ under provisions of a 
‘contract signed by the United 
Automobile Workers and 
industry a year ago. In that 
short period the 5 cents a man- 
hour paid into a fund by the 
employers has not built up to 
a point which makes it possible 
adequately to supplement state 
payments. It was intended that 
the combined payments would 
provide 65 per cent of normal 
take-home pay for four weeks 
and 60 per cent for an addi- 
tional 22 weeks. 

Furthermore, since only those 
employes laid off since May ! 
are eligible for supplementary 
payments, it was estimated that 
fewer than 40,000 were covered 
and that many of those who 
qualifyied because of the small 
‘amount in the funds and their 
relatively low seniority, would 
receive as little as $10 a week 
and for as short a time as three 
or four weeks from the state 
A $70-a-week worker with 10 
vears’ seniority would get about 
$33 a week. 

The General Motors fund, 
which would have a ceiling of 
about $150,000,000 now contains 
about $40,000,000; Ford has a 
fund of $14,000,000. as compared 
with a $55,000,000 top, and 
Chrysler Corp. has $8,000,000 
against the $49,000,000 neces- 
sary to give its workers full 
benefits. 

Because of the concentration 
of automobile plants Michigan 
has been hit the hardest by the 
slump which has extended to 
manufacturers of components, 
parts and accessories.

Kremlin Drops Bar, Radio Hams 
Here Talking to Russians Again 


in Russian 
to have 


The “new look” 
foreign policy! seems 
been extended to Soviet ham 
radio operators who now are 
conversing freely and almost 
nightly* with radio amateurs 
here 

After a blackout since 1950, 
Russian hams last Tuesday 
night suddenly began respond- 
ing to American signals, Wl- 
lard H. Du Bord, 10247 Mid- 
land boulevard, Overland, a 
veteran amateur radio operator, 
told the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day. So far Du Bord has made 
contact with four stations in 


Moscow, one in Kiev and an- 
other in Riga. 

Other American hams are so 
anxious to put an ear to the 
Iron Curtain that conversations 
aré held to bare essentials, Du 
Bord said. Russian hams first 
began conversing with Ameri; 
cans on a limited basis about a 
month ago during the Bulganin- 
Khrushchev visit to Britain. 

The Russian are as sharp at 
Morse code as at foreign diplo- 
macy, Du Bord said. Some ap- 

| pear to combine the two, iden- 
tifying themselves by such 
American-sounding names as 
“Leo,” and “Henry.” 


Tito*did not hesitate to refer 
to what he termed the “diffi- 
cult” period after the 1948 
break between Yugoslavia and 
the Communist countries led by 
the Soviet Union. Molotov, as 
foreign minister under Premier 
Stalin, played an important 
role in bringing it about. 

Speaking in Russian with a 
heavy Yugoslav accent, Tito de- 
clared: 

“We have come with the best 
wishes of our people. We were 
very happy to receive your in- 


'vitation to see your wonderful 


country, It is not necessary to 
repeat that your efforts in 
constructing Socialism have 
achieved great results. Since 
the days of the October revolu- 
tion and through the years of 
the great patriotic war the 
hearts of the Yugoslav people 
have been with you. 

“Our history, old and new, 
has been full of suffering, and 
we can understand your suffer- 
ing. Our ties have been 
strengthened in blood. 

Optimistic About Future. 

“Things were very difficult 
for us at one time, but we had 
faith the time would come when 
our friendship would be 
strengthened again.” 

Tito stressed that he felt sure 
that under the Soviet Union's 
new collective leadership there 
could never be such a “mis- 
understanding” again. 

Of his current visit to Mos- 
cow, where he trained as a 


‘revolutionary in his early years, 


he said: 

“IT am sure our exchange of 
opinions will establish mutual 
understanding between us. They 
wil; not only strengthen our 
friendship but the friendship 
of all peoples and the peaceful 
co-existence of all nations.” 

Children pelted the broadly 
smiling Tito with flowers as he 
left the train, accompanied by 
his wife, Jovanka, who wore a 
smart black suit with a jacket 
trimmed with red embroidery 
in the Yugostav national pat- 
tern 

Tito listened impassively as 
President Voroshilov stepped up 
to a microphone and said in a 
biief greeting 

“Our mutual aim is te 
strengthen friendship and Coe 
operation between our Socialist 
countries, to improve social and 
cultural relations between our 
two countries. The people of 
the Soviet Union and Yugoslavia 
welcome the strengthening of 
ties between our two countries 
in the interests of both.” 

Rides Off Amid Cheers. 

At the conclusion of the wel- 
coming ceremonies Tito, Vo- 
roshilov and Khrushchev drove 
away in an open limousine to 
the cheers of the Moscow 
throngs 

The event gave foreign diplo- 
mats in the Soviet. capital a 
chance to congratulate Shepilov 
on his appointment as foreign 
minister. 

He walked in 15 minutes 
ahead of Tito’s arrival time with 
former Premier Georgi Malen- 
kov and First Deputy Premier

on 1956 crops. 


But department officials said 


today it may be another 10 
days or two weeks before the 
agency's local agricultural ad- 


justment and conservation com- 
mittees will be able to tell in- 
dividual farmers whether they 
are qualified for the program 

They said top officials had 
not vet decided on regulations 
defining eligibility because of 
a conflict of views. 

The department had done 
much work on the soil bank— 
a system of paying farmers to 
take land out of the production 
of surplus crops. But that work 
was done on the assumption 
that the plan would be offered 


before the spring planting 
season 
As it turned out, final con- 


gressional action on a bill ac- 
ceptable to the Administgation 
came late in the season,*Yand 
not without Administration 
criticism of what it called con- 
gressional delays. 

Offering the soil bank after 
trops had been planted posed 
problems not contemplated 
earlier, officials explained. 

3enson told a press con- 
ference Thursday that farmers 
‘in areas where crops are not 
‘oo far advanced will be able 
‘o earn (soil bank) payments in 
ronnection with 1946 crops of 
‘orn, wheat, cotton, peanuts, 
"ice and tobacco. 

This was interpreted 
ronference—and without 
radiction from Benson

Benson was described as sid- 
ing with the group that would 
bar payments except in cases 
where they would result in an 
actual cut in production.

Causino Disturbed. 


One of those most concerned 
with the deterioration of the 
Monkey A.C., which is only one 
phase of a growing problem 
of youthful delinquency, was 
Joseph H. Causino, executive 
secretary of. the South Side 
Y.M.C.A. The veteran welfare 
worker once had the Monkeys 
under his wing. 

“T returned to the city from 
the Y.M.C.A. camp Tuesday and 
got an earful of the worst news 
about bovs going wrong that | 
have ever heard,” Causino re- 
lated. 

He referred to the Monkey 
A.C. fight, the “bombing” of a 
Missouri state trooper’s car with 
a log dropped from an over- 
pass by an 18-year-old youth, 
and an armed invasion of Fair- 
mont City by a group of St. 
Louis boys. 

“Nothing like this has hap- 
pened in my 26 years of work- 
ing with boys,’ Causino said. 
“It is confusing to me. What 
are the parents doing about it? 
What are the churches doing” 
What are the schools and the 


public doing?” He shook his 
head. 
Change in Types. 
Causino pointed out that the 
Monkey A.C. members who 
caused the trouble in St. Louis 
county were an entirely dif- 


ferent type from those who be- 
longed when the organization 
was enrolled under the banner 
of his Young Men's Brother- 
hood in 1940. 

“The Monkeys were an out- 
standing club then,” he said 
“They had parents’ nights and 
sisters’ nights, excellent social 
and athletic programs. Sixt, 
members went into service in 
World War IIL and I can't re- 
call one who received a dis- 
honorable discharge.” 

What happened to the Mon- 
key A.C a classic example 
of the difference between a 
boys’ club that is directed by 
qualified leaders toward a 
proper goal and a boys’ club 
that runs itself, policemen and 
social workers told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Causino put

the Communist party of the 
U.S.S.R. and editor-in-chief of 
Pravda.” 

Conspicuous by Absence. 

Molotov was conspicuous by 
his absence. It was made clear 
to Yugoslav leaders at that 
time, though they were not | 
told in so many words, that | 
Shepilov was the man to see. 
The Soviet-Russian talks were | 
held from May 27 to June 2 
and the Soviet delegation made 
every effort to assert the high 
standing of Shepiloy. 

It was shortly after the Bel- 
grade affair that Harold Mac- 
millan, then British Foreign 
Secretary, told reporters with | 
little qualification that Molotov 
was “out.” The report could 
not be attributed to Macmillan 
at the time. 

It was obvious to those who 
attended the meeting of the Big | 
Four foreign ministers in San | 
Francisco last June, when the 
ministers made preparations for | 
the “summit” meeting at Ge-| 
neva in July, that Molotov had 
been shorn of the power of de- 
cision he once exerted. 

In the private sessions of the 
ministers he repeatedly said 
that before he could give an 
answer to a question he would 
have to consult “those to whom 
we are responsible.’ There were 
several specific incidents dur- 
ing the ministers’ meeting that 
raised the question of Molotov’'s 


wee" THE KIND OF VALUE THAT MAKES US A “BUY-WORD” 


Diplomats at San Francisco | 
noted the contrast in Molotov’s 
demeanor last June and his be- 
havior in January 1954, when 
the Big Four foreign ministers | 
convened in West Berlin. At 
that time the  since-demoted 
Georgi M. Malenkov had be- 
come Premier. Malenkov had 
appointed as his principal aids 
Bulganin, Molotov, Lazar M. | 
Kaganovich and Lavrenty P. | 
Beria. The latter was named 
head of the secret police. 

In July 1953, Beria was ex- 
pelled from the Communist 
party as an enemy of the peo- 
ple; he was executed in Decem- 
ber of the same year. A year 
ago in Belgrade Khrushchev 
said: 

“We... ascribe without hesi- 
tation the aggravations (result- 
ing in the 1948 Russian-Yugo- 
slav break) to the provocative 
role” played by Beria and other 
“recently exposed enemies of | 
the people.” This accusation | 
was a surprise. Beria, of course, 
was dead and the Kremlin drive 
to downgrade Stalin had not be- 
gun. The facts of record were 
that the provocative role was 
played by Stalin and Molotov. 

Russian, Yugoslav Conflict. 

Russian and Yugoslav policies 
began to conflict in 1943. In 
1947 Stalin set up the Com- 
munist Information Bureau, or 
Cominform, an organization he 
expected to employ to dominate 
Communist parties in other 
countries. Yugoslavs thought 
the Cominform, now recently 
dissolved, was aimed particu- 
larly at them. They agreed to 
enter it with reluctance. 

The Cominform was unsuc- 
cessful in assuring control of 
Yugoslav Communists and in 
1948 Stalin began to wage a 
campaign of pressure and sub- 
version against Yugoslavia. 
There was a bitter exchange of | 
correspondence between the | 
Soviet Communist party and the 
Yugoslav Communist party. The 
Soviet letters charged among 
other things that there were 
so many “bourgeois spies’ in 
the Yugoslav Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs that it was not 
safe to conduct diplomatic re- 
lations. 

The Soviet letters were 
signed by two men—Stalin and 
Molotov. 


Tito Expelled. 


In June 1948 the Cominform 
denounced Tito and other Yugo- 
slavs for “‘anti-party, anti-Soviet 
opinions incompatible with 
Marxism-Leninism” and for fa- 
voring the West. The Yugoslavs 
were told to admit their errors 
or face expulsion from the 


Communist party. The Yugo- quality that has never been 


slavs said the charges were 
false and accused Russia of 
trying to undermine the Yugo- 
slav state. Tito was expelled. 
Having failed in the attempt 
to dominate the Yugoslav Com- 
munists, Stalin and Molotov 
changed course. Molotov be- 
came more conciliatory. But he 
claimed the Yugoslavs had 
altered their policies, not the 
Russians. His arguments were 
rejected by Tito, who asserted 
the Yugoslavs had not deviated 
from their independent course. 
Earlier this year the Russians 
changed their pitch on the re- 
sponsibility for the Cominform 
break. In his secret speech to 
the twentieth Soviet Commu- | 
nist party congress last Febru- 
ary Khrushchev reportedly | 
charged Stalin (not Beria) with | 
personal responsibility for the 
failure of Russian-Yugloslav 
policv. He did not mention 
Molotov personally, but he did 
say that Soviet foreign policy 
was too rigid and must be im- 
proved and made more flexible. 
Molotov told the congress in ef- 
fect he still opposed giving in 
to Yugoslavia. 
Forced to Take Action. 
With this background it is 
easy to see that the Russians 
were forced to take action in 
the case of Molotov before Tito 
arrived in Moscow today. With 
Stalin dead, Molotov was the 
last barrier to resumption of | 
good relations with Yugoslavia, | 
which has been a major aim of 
Soviet foreign policy. Yugo- 
slavia was the first and only 
satellite successfully to break 
the Russian hold and the defec- 
tion has been a source of deep 
concern to the Kremlin. 
Yugoslavs felt that little of 
a positive nature could come 
out.of the Tito visit while Molo- 
tov held office. They think the 
replacement of Molotov proves 
Tito was right and has not 


changed, and that one of Tito’s | 


aims, the elimination of the 
cult of -Stalinism, is further 
advanced. 

There have been several ad- 
ditional unconnectéd hints in 
the past year or so that Molo- | 
tov's star was waning. Last Sep- 
tember he apologized publicly 
for saying the Soviet Union 
only now is building socialism. 
According to orthodox Commu- 
nism, socialism already is in 
existence.

President Eisenhower and 
his special assistant on disarm- 
ament, Harold E. Stassen, are 
reported to believe that the 
Soviet government also may be 
trving to find ways to keep 
disarmament talks fluid. They 
hope that Russia will move to- 
ward an eventual agreement. 

Whether Secretary of State 
Dulles shares such hopes is un- 
clear. Dulles has recently given 
evidence of disagreement with 
Stassen in estimating Russian 
behavior. 
the “differences of emphasis” 
in recent public statements by 
the two men are reflected in 
the secret discussions among 
the President’s advisers on 
foreign policy moves. 

Stassen, Generals Disagree. 

There also apparently have 
been differences of jud7ment 
between Stassen and military 
authorities. This situation is 
said to have made it necessary 
for Mr. Eisenhower personally 
to resolve disagreement within 
his official family by making 
Presidential decisions on the 
course to be followed. 

Decisions taken so far in 
preparation for further talks 
between the Western powers 
and the Soviet government on 
the arms issue were reported 
today to represent a shift of 
American policy away from the 
“open skies” proposal and to- 
ward the concept of “bringing 
the nuclear threat’ under con- 
trol. 

This concept was advanced 
by President Eisenhower in a 
Jetter to Premier’ Bulganin 
three months ago. 

It means simply that Mr. Eis- 
enhower believes it would be 
possible for the world’s atomic 
powers to make a start on 
checking the development of 
atomic power by diverting new 
production of atomic materials 


to peaceful rather than military 


purposes. 
New Inspection Techniques. 


Mr. Eisenhower and Stassen, | 


Dulles and other officials all 
have agreed that new produc- 
tion of nuclear explosives—most 
of which may be diverted into 
peaceful nuclear fuels—can be 
inspected and controlled by 
techniques now known to the 
scientists. Explosives already 
produced, however, can be hid- 
den so well that no inspection 
could find them. That is the 
reason for concentrating United 
States strategy on new produc- 
tion. 


The “Open Skies” plan got its 
harshest blow so far as Stas- 
sen was concerned when he 


talked to Communist party boss 
Nikita Khrushchev at London 
on April 24. Khrushchev told 
him bluntly that Russia would 
never agree to an exchange of 
military blueprints and aerial 
reconnaissance in advance of a 
complete disarmament program. 
Mr. Eisenhower had said such 


an exchange would create con- | 


fidence that would .make later 


agreements on a complete pro-. | 


gram possible. 

After the Khrushchev talk 
and the breakdown of big power 
negotiations in London, the 
United States government was 
faced with the need to take a 
new look at its policy and strat- 
egy to see what might be done 
to save the situation. 

Stassen Is Optimistic. 

Stassen is said to be con- 
vinced the Soviets are taking a 
similar look at their own pol- 
icies. While Khrushchey 
knocked off once and for all 
the “open skies” spearhead of 
United States disarmament pol- 
icy, Stassen reported to Mr. 
Eisenhower that he wv 
whole encouraged by his talk 
with Khrushchev to lo v« 
Soviet moves toward disarma- 
ment. 

It was this kind of reaction 
which led him into a conflict of 
ideas with Secretary Dulles. For 
weeks the Word around the 
State Department has been that 
Khrushchev’'s talk with Stassen 
was almost entirely negative 
and showed the Soviet leader- 
ship opposed not on!lv to the 
“open skies” proposition but 
also to any effective kind of 
ins>ection. 

Stassen has advised the Presi- 
dent, however, that he feels 
several things the Bulganin- 
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some of the bars of secrecy 
which are among the great 
causes of fear and suspicion in 
today’s world. 


Dulles, by contrast, warned 
that Russia's manpower cut 
would increase its atomic pro- 
duction capacity. He said he 
did not think the invitation to 
Twining was very significant. 

One test of the two different 
points of view will come in the 
way in which the Russians treat 
Twining.

WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP) 
-—Federal investigators say the 
United States has financed farm 
projects in Egypt that failed of 
their . goals, paid for §still- 
unused industrial surveys there, 
and put a bigger program on 
its foreign aid officials than 
they were prepared for. 

This report by the watchdog 
General Accounting Office also 


had some kind words for the | 


United States aid program for 
Egypt in the 1952-55 period, 
which totaled nearly $60,000,- 
000. 


It said there have been “no- 
ticeable improvements” in effi- 
ciency in the last two years. 

The bulk of the 73-page re- 
port was devoted to what it 
termed “deficiencies” such as 
unrealistic planning, conflicting 
policy decisions and “inordi- 
nate delays” by United States 
officials. In some cases the 
Egyptians “have shown relut- 
tance in their co-operation,” it 
said. 

The report covered a period 
prior to Egypt’s arms deal with 
the Communists, its recognition 
of Red China and 
coolness toward a United States- 


British offer to help finance | 
the big Aswan dam on the Nile. | 
The GAO study has been sent | 


to Congress as a sequel to a sim- 


ilar report on United States aid | 


to Iran. A House subcommittee 
headed by Representative Hardy 
(Dem.), Virginia, which is now 
investigating the Iran program, 
received a copy of the report 
on Egypt. 

Both Egypt and Iran are 
slated for further American as- 
sistance in President Eisen- 
hower’s $4,900,000,000 aid pro- 
gram for the year starting July 
] 


“Among the GAO's findings on 
aid to Egypt: 
1. In 1954 the United States 


sent 12 bulls and 30 rams to! 


Egypt for breeding purpose, at 
a cost of $19,000. The bulls ar- 
rived underweight, and some 
were diseased. It was decided 
they could not be _ used. for 
breeding, so they were trans- 
ferred to another project. Half 
of the rams developed a disease 
previously unknown in Egypt, 
so all were destroyed. The 
international Co-Operation Ad- 
ministration paid the supplier 
of the animals anyway after fed- 
eral veterinarians said the live- 
stock were in good condition 
before being shipped from New 
York, 
Order Cancelled. ~ ” 

2,°ICA had to eancel a $100,- 
000 order for baby chicks from 
the United States because of 
disease, 

3. Starting in 1953, ICA fi- 
nanced a $535,000 survey by an 
American firm of Egypt’s indus- 
trial potential. The firm’s find- 
ings were yet to be acted on. 
ICA said the survey was well 
received by the Egyptians, but 
it was up to the Egyptians to 
act on the recommendations and 
until last June the United States 
aid mission in Europe had no 
staff to help the Egyptians do 
this. 

4. In fiscal 1954 ICA signed 


three project agreements for 
research and investigation in 
mining, totaling $175,000. Ex- | 


penditures by last June 30 had 
totaled only $400 and the proj- 
ects “have been at a standstill” 
because of difficulties in getting 
technicians for the job. 

5. In fiscal 1955, the planned 
program of $20,000,000 to help 
Egypt’s economic development 
was later hiked to $40,000,000 
“because of foreign policy con- 
siderations.” 

“It appears that the (United 
States aid) mission was not fully 
prepared to handle the enlarged 
program,” GAO said.

It 
seems as though increasingly

Negotiations to Get Rail- 
‘roads to Help Pay for 
Tunnel for Tracks Begin 
This Month — Develop- 
ment Priorities. 


By HARRY WILENSKY

FTER years .of marking time, 
progress toward development of 
the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial at last has been resumed. 
Congress has appropriated $2,640,000 
for a start on the project, and the city 
is ready to add $880,000 in local funds. 

This does not mean that the 82-acre 
tract on the Mississippi riverfront 
just east of the downtown area will 
shortly be transformed from a barren 
parking lot and weed patch into a 
beautiful park, It will be years be- 
fore the memorial takes form. 

No one can say how much time it 
will take or just what the cost will be. 
Sponsors have been thinking in terms 
of a $30,000,000 park to commemorate 
the westward expansion of the nation, 
The official plan is subject to modifi- 
cation, however, and its principal 
feature, a mammoth arch of stainless 
steel, is the subject of controversy and 
may be eliminated. 


Elastic Stage-by-Stage Plan. 

The memorial is to be developed stage 
by stage as Government funds are made 
available, and its final shape will be de- 
termined in the years to come. 

The biggest obstacle remaining in the 
path of the project will be tackled this 
month when the Federal Government calls 
upon the St, Louis railroads to help finance 
relocation of their tracks on the levee. 
Once the National Park Service obtains a 
firm agreement from the railroads to pay 
the major portion of the cost of construct- 
ing a tunnel to hide the unsightly tracks, 
the way will be cleared for the long-await- 
ed start on the memorial. 

The Park Service has divided the plan 
of development into nine steps. In the 
priority table being followed by Congress, 
Step No. 1 is relocation of the tracks, 
which must precede everything else. 

It has been estimated that it will cost 
between $6,000,000 and $7,000,000 to build 
a tunnel 3000 feet long with an 18-foot 
elearance. Congress has fixed $1,875,000 
as the federal contribution for track relo- 
cation. Under a formula calling for $1 in 
municipal funds for every $3 of federal 
aid, the city will pay $625,000 of the tunnel 
cost. This leaves $3,500,000 or more yet 
to be raised. 

The federal contribution was included in 
the recent appropriation by Congress, and 
the city’s share is available from a 1935 
bond issue. If the railroads agree to foot 
the remainder of the bill, the Park Service 
will give the go-ahead signal. 

In a memorandum of understanding 
drawn up in 1949, the Terminal Railroad 
Association of St. Louis and the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad indicated they would help 
move the tracks, but how the cost would 
be divided was not spelled out. 

When Congress on May 16 appropriated 
funds for a start on the memorial, Arm- 
strong Chinn, head of the Terminal, and 
Paul J. Neff, president of the Missouri 
Pacific, announced their readiness to nego- 
tiate. A conference between the railroads 
and the Park Service, with the city sitting 
in as an interested party, is to be called 
soon. 

Following an agreement on distribution 
of costs, engineers will draft plans for the 
tunnel. The next step will be letting a 
contract for construction, which will take 
one to two years. 

There are five sets of tracks to be dis- 
posed of, two elevated and three at ground 
level. The Terminal, an association of 15 
railroads, owns the elevated tracks and 
leases a third track from the city. The 
other two are owned by the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the Wabash. 

There will be three sets of tracks in the 
tunnel. Two will be owned by the Ter- 
minal and the third by the Missouri Pa- 
cific, which wants a track of its own for 
interchange between north and south St. 
Louis. After the tunnel is built, ground 
will be filled in at the southern and 
northern ends of the memorial tract to 
hide the tunnel approaches. 


Government Priority Schedule. 

Here is the Government’s step-by-step 
plan for development of the memorial: 

1. Track relocation—federal contri- 
bution, $1,875,000; city’s share, $625,000. 

2. Grading and filling —$1,125,000 and 
$375,000. 

3. Landscaping—$510,000 and $170,- 
000. 

4. Paved areas, utilities, etc.—$900,000 
and $300,000. 

5. Restoration of Old Courthouse— 
$600,000 and $200,000. 

6. Arch—$5,625,000 and $1,875,000. 

7. Museum building and exhibits— 
$3,300,000 and $1,100,000. 

8. Restaurants—$675,000 and $225,000. 

9. Historic reconstruction — $525,000 
and $175,000. 

Contingencies—$615,000 and $205,000. 

Totals — $15,750,000 in federal and 
$5,250,000 in city funds. 

This $21,000,000 in estimated future ex- 
penditures plus $9,000,000 already spent 
adds up to a $30,000,000 government out- 
lay for the memorial, not counting what 
the railroads will contribute for track re- 
location. The previous outlay—$6,750,000 
by the Federal Government and $2,250,000 
by the city—was for buying up 37 blocks

Arch Part of Official Plan. 


Saarinen’s design has been accepted by 
the United States Territorial Expansion 
Commission as the official plan. It is 
dominated by an arch 590 feet high mark- 
ing St. Louis as a gateway to the West. 
An elevator would carry spectators to the 
top of the span for a panoramic view. 

The arch would be in the center of a 
large plaza. At the western edge of this 
open space the plan calls for an elevated 
promenade over an arcade.

In 1954 Congress authorized Govern- 
ment participation in construction of the 
memorial, but limited federal aid at this 
point to the first five steps in the priority 
table. It said the Government could con- 
tribute $5,000,000 for these five phases

The city could not use funds from the 
1935 bond issue for the arch unless federal 
funds for it were appropriated. A future 
Congress might decide to do this. The 
Territorial Commission is empowered to 
receive donations for the memorial, how- 
ever, and private funds for the arch might 
be raised. 

As things stand, a decision on the arch 
probably will be deferred for years—in 
any event, until earlier stages of the 
project have been completed.

Construction of the tunnel, which will

Twenty Years of Problems. 


The Jefferson National Expansion Memo- 
rial Association and other civic interests 
have been working on the riverfront proj- 
ect for more than 20 years, during which 
time they have faced and overcome dis- 
heartening obstacles which would have 
proved too much for less determined souls. 


In the early 1930s, sponsors were con- 
vinced that the Federal Government was 
ready to contribute $22,500,000 for a memo- 
rial if the city would put up $7,500,000. 
Accordingly, St. Louis voters went to the 
polls in 1935 and passed a bond issue un- 
derwriting the city’s share. They were 
assured that the municipal money would 
be spent only at the rate of $1 for every 
$3 in federal aid. 


When the sponsors went to Washington 
to get the federal money, they were 
blocked by a ruling that President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt lacked authority to pro- 
vide the funds by executive order. A con- 
gressional appropriation was necessary, 
the United States Attorney General held. 

The President did sign an order pro- 
viding $6,750,000 under the Emergency 
Relief Appropriation Act of 1935. The 
city matched this with $2,250,000, leaving 
$5,250,000 in its bond issue fund, 

The memorial site was acquired and 
cleared, but World War II forced suspen- 
sion of all work on the memorial. Mean- 
while, another obstacle developed when 
Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes 
decided that the railroad tracks on the 
levee would mar the view and would have 
to be removed. This added millions to the 
cost of development. 

After the war there was still another 
obstacle in unwillingness of Congress to 
appropriate any money for the project as 
long as the federal budget was unbalanced.

Not only has service fighting been costly, 
not only has it led to separatism rather 
than unification, but also it has diminished 
our military prestige with our allies. 


Blame Rests With Wilson. 

The blame for the current display of 
disunification lies at the door of Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson and his 
civilian assistant secretaries. 

It has been obvious for several years 
that the roles and missions assigned to the 
three services by the Key West agreement 
would have to be modified to provide for 
the division of service responsibilities for 
the use of new weapons, such as guided 
missiles, and to redefine the distinctions 
between the Air Force and the Navy over 
strategic bombing.

Accordingly, the 
Army continental anti-aircraft command 
was placed under the commander of the Air 
Force's continental air defense command. 


No Missiles to Agree About Then. 

At the time of the Key West agreement 
there were no guided anti-aircraft missiles 
to make an agreement about. The Army 
went ahead to develop them to replace 
anti-aircraft artillery which obviously 
would soon be incapable of providing de- 
fense against supersonic high-flying air- 
craft. 

The Air Force started the development 
of pilotless bombers and fighters, such as 
the Snark and Navaho long-range —unin- 
habited bombers, the Matador short-range 
uninhabited bomber and the Bomarc un- 
inhabited fighter.

The Air Force was im- 
pressed with the Navy's Talos, a ram-jet 
anti-aircraft rocket of considerable prom- 
ise, but at the same time a vastly improved 
Nike, with range equal to Talos, and emi- 
nently satisfactory other characteristics, . 
was being developed. 

The Air Force obtained an agreement 
in the Joint Chiefs of Staff to acquire two 
batteries of long-range Talos missiles to 
be used for testing at Patrick Air Force 
Base and Eglin Air Force Base. The argu- 
ment used was that these missiles had con- 
siderable range, about 100 miles, and 
would permit the Air Force to experiment 
with long-range anti-aircraft missiles until 
the 300-mile Bomare became available. 


Air Force Pulled Fast One? 


Then, without further consultation with- 
in the Joint Chiefs of Staff, a Defense De- 
partment press release in March an- 
nounced that the Air Force was going to 
install and operate Talos missiles for the 
defense of four Midwestern Strategic Air 
Command bases. 


The general opinion the Pentagon was 
that the Air Force had pulled a fast one 
by working through the civilian assistant 
secretaries who had little knowledge of 
the jurisdictional dispute between the 
Army and the Air Force on the subject. 


It was this particular incident, covering 
only one item of the many important serv- 
ices differences, that has led to the leak of 
unofficial papers by the Army and the 
Air Force attempting to present their po- 
sitions. 

Something like this inevitably would 
happer, sooner or later, as a result of the 
restrictions placed by the President and 
the Secretary of Defense on the freedom 
of the service chiefs to express their views 
freely to the Congress. Senior and junior 
officers both felt that they were beifig 
sold. down the river without a chance to 
be heard. 

The Army-Air Force disagreement over 
anti-aircraft missiles is only one—and 
probably not the most important—of many 
violent service disputes. 

Others are: 

Army-Air Force: Who should use sur- 
face-to-surface missiles, such as the 200- 
mile Redstone and the longer-range inter- 
mediate ballistic missile? The Army cone 
siders these missiles merely extensions of 
artillery while the Air Force claims that 
they operate in its strategic bombing area. 
What should be the extent or limitation 
on Army aviation? The Army wants 
reconnaissance aviation to find targets for 
its missiles, transport aviation to move its 
troops and slow tactical aviation for close 
support. The Army claims the Air Force 
fails to fulfill its obligations in these 
fields, preferring to spend its funds on 
its major responsibilities of strategic bomb- 
ing and air defense. 


Army-Navy: The Army can see no real 
need for the Navy’s army, the Marine 
Corps. Here are three divisions and the 
Marine Air Force, sequestered usually un- 
der the control of the Navy and often not 
available for vital ground missions. 

Big Carriers Deemed Wasteful. 

Air Force-Navy: Unofficial opinion in 
the Air Force considers the Forrestal type 
of carrier a vast waste of funds since there 
is no enemy in the world with a surface 
fleet and also considers it an effort by the 
Navy to take over a part of the Air Foree’s 
strategic bombing mission by relatively in- 
effective means. The Nayy’s long-range jet 
flying boat, the Seamaster, appears to the 
Air Force as another Navy effort to get into 
the strategic bombing field. Should Ahe 
Navy operate the intermediate (1500 miles) 
ballistic missile? The Air Force sees this 
as an invasion of the Air Force's strategic 
bombing mission while the Navy contends 
it is only an extension of its artillery or 
a replacement of its aircraft. Who should 


have responsibility for air surveillance 
and control of the sea lanes from land? 
In the not distant future, as the endur- 


initially at least, are not | ance and range of aircraft increase, con- 


trol of the sea will probably be exercised 
increasingly from the air. Both the Navy 
and Air Force are operating Constellations 
carrying six tons of radar equipment for 
this purpose. Each service believes that 
this function belongs to it. 

Air Force-Marine Corps: Is Marine 
aviation justified? Unofficial Air Foree 
opinion holds that Marine aviation is 
largely wasted due to its narrow assign- 
ment to small Marine units. The Marines 
like it this way and have no intention of 
losing control of their own aviation sup- 
port. 

Observers see two possible solutions to

party, which stated: 

“It is understood and agreed that 
an easement will be granted for un- 
derground parking in the memorial 
area to the City of St. Louis; that the 
eity- will prepare a design and fi- 
mance the parking project... .”’ 

» Bhis was to be done in connection 
with the relocating of the elevated 
tracks, which portion of the Me- 
morial has now been activated. 

With some action by St. Louis 
now necessary to take advantage of 
this certainly valuable right, it seems 
to me that here is an opportunity to 
thake permanent the present tem- 
porary parking on the riverfront, 
and at the same time take care of 
the’parking to be served by the con- 
templated garages. 

“This can be done with a movable 
sidewalk in a tunnel to Sixth or 
Seventh stf®ets, which is not too 
expensive and which has tremendous 
possibilities for revenue from adver- 
tising along its route. 

Surely, parking rates in a facility 
where the ground is free would be 
considerably less than where valu- 
able ground has to be bought and 
the cost included in arriving at the 
rates.

The Man Who Can’t Get In 


An important witness is scheduled to appear 
before a Senate Judiciary subcommittee tomor- 
row. He is Harry P. Cain, member of the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board, and the sub- 
committee is that on constitutional rights 
headed by Senator Hennings of Missouri. 


Mr. Cain is the former Republican Senator 
from the State of Washington who received feds 
eral appoingnent from President Eisenhower 
more than three years ago. After about two 
years of first-hand study of the internal security 
program in specific cases, he came to the conclu- 
sion that the program probably was doing more 
harm than good. In the interests of justice to 
many loyal government employes he recom- 
mended changes in the loyalty procedures. 


When efforts “inside channels” were unavail- 
ing, Mr. Cain was patriot enough ‘to carry his 
case to the American people. He did so through 
a series of public addresses on the faults of the 
security program and his ideas for improving it. 
That brought him sharp White House staff criti- 
cism for not being a “‘team” player. 


This experience has been far from pleasant 
for Mr. Cain. He served on Gen. Eisenhower's 
staff at SHAEF in World War II. He admires his 
chief and has felt that the trouble was that the 
ugly facts about the security program were being 
kept from the President by those around him. 
After his last major address—the one which 
brought to the fore the Air Force’s patent injus- 
tice to Sidney Hatkin—President Eisenhower 
was asked if he would see Mr. Cain. His press 
conference reply was a tart: “Yes,” which dis- 
missed the subject. 


Harry Cain deserves better treatment than 
he has, had from the White House. Here is what 
Roscoe Drummond of the stanchly Republican 
New York Herald Tribune has written: 


The truth is that needed correctians in 
the employe security program have been 
very slow in coming. There are important 
reforms which still need to be made, and it 
is my considered judgment that Senator 
Cain’s earnest, able, documented, respected 
advocacy has been indispensable to much of 
the progress that has been made. 

Senator Cain, I believe, has been a faith- 
ful, loyal, intelligent, worthy ally of exactly 
the way President Eisenhower would like to 
see his security program conducted. I am 
convinced that if the President lends an 
open mind to Senator Cain—putting aside 
some of the prejudiced things which have 
been said to him—the interview will clear 
away the misunderstanding. 


William H. Stringer, Chief of the Washington 
bureau of The Christian Science Monitor, also 
strongly pro-Eisenhower, puts it this way: 

From the available evidence it would seem 

that Mr. Eisenhower believes the nation has 
a well-working “security risk” program and 
that the periodic reports to him, in terms of 
numhkers rather than names, do not show 
otherwise. But when you boil it all down, 
here is an Eisenhower appointee who has 
shown otherwise, and the Administration has 
closed ranks against him. 


Ernest K. Lindley, one of the ablest and fair- 
est of Washington -correspondents, goes so far 
as to write in Newsweek as follows: 

Over a period of three years there has 
been recurrent evidence that the President 
has been both badly advised and factually 
misinformed about the loyalty-security sys- 
tem. Sixteen months have elapsed since Cain 
uttered his first public criticism of the op- 
eration of the systern. Not once has he been 
invited to the White House to see the Presi- 
dent. He has repeatedly written to the At- 
torney General and not even been given 
the courtesy of a reply. 

Cain is a responsible Republican official 
whose record in the Senate repudiates any 
suggestion that he is “soft” in his attitude 
toward Communism. The figures (on dismis- 
sals) which he has denounced as fraudulent 
are being distributed by the Republican Na- 
tional Committee for campaign use. This 
is a matter far too serious to be brushed 
aside with a frosty “No comment” from 
this or that presidential aid. It involves the 
integrity of the Administration and of the 
President himself. 


These quotations are not Democratic criticism. 
They do not reflect in the slightest degree parti- 
san opposition to President Eisenhower. On the 
contrary, they are sympathetic to the President 
and his success. But they do emphasize how re- 
grettable it is that Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
not had time to squeeze in even a few minutes 
for the urgent and important mission of Harry 
P. Cain, his own appointee. 

Thanks to the invitation from Senator Hen- 
nings, this “responsible Republican official” will 
now have a welcome opportunity to present his 
views to the most appropriate subcommittee in 
Congress—that on the erosion of the rights of 
American citizens.

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Deep in the Heart of Editors 

Texas @ditors are doing a fast burn over a 
recent Harper's magazine article. We might say 
they were doing a slow burn -but everybody 
knows there is nothing slow about Texas. 

In the article Hugh Russell Fraser, journalist 
and historian, used a ruler to determine that 
Texas daily newspapers print relatively less 
foreign and national news, by volume, than 
papers in other states. He said Texans were ill- 
informed because “their daily papers are the 
worst in America.” 

Texas editors have now been heard from in 
replies to The Bulletin of the American Society 


of Newspaper Editors, Editors from Dallas and | 


Houston and El] Paso and other cities ask if you 
can really measure greatness with calipers, and 
tell Mr. Fraser that “a lot goes on in Texas.” 

Essentially their defense is that Texas news 
deserves fair coverage along with outside news. 
This is an old argument over proper news bal- 
ance and we leave it to the disputants. The 
Texas editors, however, do not exactly disprove 
Mr. Fraser's conclusion about Texas provinciality 
when they proclaim, in answer, the importance 
of the vast province of Texas. 

Robert W. Akers, editor of the Beaumont 
Enterprise, makes this point too. The Enterprise 
is one of the few Texas papers which Mr. Fraser 
praised. Editor Akers writes, however, that he 
was ready to defend his Texas colleagues until 
one of them in Houston replied to criticism with 


“Form 36-A” suggested that Hugh Fraser 


had reserved his praise for “left-wing sheets.” - 


The Beaumont Enterprise, as a non-left-wing 
daily, has backed Republican presidential candi- 
dates since 1936. Maybe this is subversive in 
Texas, but we doubt it. Editor Akers wonders 
if some Texas editors are even certain about 
what goes on in Texas. 

As a neutral observer in this controversy, the 
Post-Dispatch merely reprinted the Harper's ar- 
ticle. The ohly Texan who seemed angry about 
this said the cactus used to illustrate the article 
was nota Texas cactus. You just can't be too 
careful with Texas. 


Windup in California 

In California on Tuesday the long and bruis- 
ing contest between Adlai Stevenson and Estes 
Kefauver will come to an end. Whether a Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee has been made or 
broken by the series of primaries now closing 
cannot yet be known. But the contest has done 
two things. 

It has given the country an insight into the 
character of the two candidates under trying 
circumstances, And it has raised questions about 
the present system of presidential primaries. 


Senator Kefauver, we regret to say, has come 
off badly in the character test. As his prospects 
declined, his amiability gave way to a savage 
recklessness which led him into personal abuse 
and gross distortion of his opponent’s record. 
What had earlier seemed just an ingenuous way 
of making direct appeals to every special-inter- 
est voting bloc emerged now as a fierce determi- 
nation to tear down his opponent at any cost if 
necessary. 

The Senator revealed himself, in short, as a 
man who would do almost anything to win. 
Whatever the outcome in California, we think 
he will find that he has seriously impaired his 
reputation and his chances for preferment in na- 
tional Democratic politics. 

Former Gov. Stevenson made minor conces- 
sions to this group or that as the campaign went 
along. But he never sacrificed his principles. He 
made no vote-bait appeals which he will be 
ashamed of after it is all over. ABove all, he kept 
constantly before him the rule he set for himself 
at Fresno last Feb. 4: “I don’t intend to take 
positions in this campaign which would reduce 
my effectiveness as President—regardless of the 
cost. in votes.” 

Here is the difference between responsible 
and reckless campaigning. It is the difference 
between winning as an end in itself, and winning 
as a means to an end. 

The contest has been of a sort to emphasize 
the shortcomings of a presidential primary sys- 
tem which covers only part of the states, which 
is subject to manipulation for personal advan- 
tage, which is seldom decisive in the nominating 
process. The primaries alone cannot make a can- 
didate; but they can break one. They often bring 
to the polls only a fraction of the voters in each 
party. And as now constituted, they are too eas- 
ily circumvented by “inactive” candidates hop- 
ing to climb to power over the exhausted forms 
of the competitors 

This is why so many citizens are thinking 
these days that serious consideration should be 
given, either to a national presidential primary, 
or to radical modifications of the present system. 
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How It Works Is the Test 


John M. Hightower, the diplomatic corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press in Washing- 
ton, writes that the implications of the break- 
down of the arms inspection system in Korea 
extend far beyond the immediately affected 
area. Mr. Hightower reports that “many West- 
ern officials” view the Korean truce as “a lim- 
ited practical test of one kind of arms control 
inspection system.” 


This view, in our opinion, is entirely sound. 
Here was the first major effort at keeping the 
peace through international agreement for arms 
inspection on both sides of a neutral buffer zone 
following a war. Both sides accepted the plan 
of mutual inspection. A commission, with rep- 
resentatives from Sweden, Switzerland, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, was intrusted by the U.N. 
with responsibility for carrying out the inspec- 
tions in North Korea as well as South Korea. 

What happened is only too well known. In- 
spection on the south side of the buffer zone 
was a reality. Inspection to the north never 
became effective. The U.N. command says 400 
to 500 combat planes have been concentrated in 
North Korea by the Communists, mostly during 
the first six months after the truce was signed 
in 1953. 

The lesson from this pilot operation is plain 
as a pikestaff. The test of any arms inspection 
plan in the future will not be what it says on 
paper but how it works in practice. So-called 
“open sky” inspection would serve as a start. 
But aerial reconnaissance would achieve its full 
value only if it led to complete ground inspection. 


When and if the United States finds it can 
plan an arms inspection system with the Soviets, 
our diplomats surely will have the Korean ex- 
perience in mind. Either the system will be 
iron-clad or it will be no good.

A Crisis on the Campus 


The Mirror 
of

With colleges already burdened and teacher salaries too low, 
higher education faces greater problem beginning in 1958; then 
will begin ‘deluge of war babies’; money is first problem; beyond 
that is whole question of maintaining ‘quality in volume.

The administrators of America’s uni- 
versities and colleges are men haunted 
by the future. 

Today, they look from their windows 
on campuses already teeming with stu- 
dents. They see crowded, obsolete 
buildings. They watch their teachers 
leaving for the financial rewards of in- 
dustry. And in the distance they hear 
the rumble of an approaching throng 
that will soon begin to engulf them. 

Looking into the 
next two decades, 
the problems facing 
higher education in 
the United States 
appear to be over-, 
whelming. This 
year and next, the 
youngest of the de- 
pression - born 
babies’ of the low 
birth rate years 
will enter college. 
That big enroll- 
ments’ have risen 
from these thin 
ranks is proof that 
a higher percentage 
of young persons seek higher education. 
But in 1958 the real deluge begins and 
it will continue for years. 


5,000,000 Enrollments by 1970 


In 1940 the birth rate began to 
climb. By 1942 it had reached 2,800,- 
000. By 1954 it had jumped to 4,000,- 
000. In just two years those children 
born in 1940 will become the freshman 
class of 1958 and their younger broth- 
ers and sisters will present themselves 
in succeeding waves of millions. 

Today’s college enrollments total 
2,379,000. By 1970, conservatively esti- 
mated they will approach 5,000,000. 

These are the statistics which make 
nightmares for college presidents. They 
are statistics asking questions which 
must be answered. Can enough class- 
rooms, dormitories and laboratories be 
built? Can enough teachers be trained 
and persuaded that they can make a 
living out of teaching? 

Should the schools be expanded un- 
endingly or should new, smaller units 
be created? Can we hope to maintain 
quality or will the schools become gi- 
gantic assembly lines, manufacturing 
conformed brains? Will liberal arts be 
lost in the shuffle for more engineers 
and technologists? Can we even train 
enough engineers and technologists? 


Much more money is a big and pain- 
ful part of the answer. A clear and 
present danger such as World War Il 
or Russian imperialism is the signal for 
the outpouring of billions. The crisis 
in higher education is not so clear a 
danger but it is very nearly present. 
Billions will have to be spent if we are 
to meet the challenge 

Of all the problems ahead, physical 
expansion may be the most easily 
solved but it also is one of the most 
expensive. Simply on the basis of pres- 
ent enrollments and the huge high 
school classes of today, the adminis- 
trators can make a good case for more 
dormitories and classrooms. 


Problem at Missouri University 


But there are different ways of get- 
ting the money. Some examples in 
this area offer an illustration: The Uni- 
versity of: Missouri, which is in the 
midst of a dormitory program, expects 
to build units for 3000 more students 
by 1959. However, much of the prog- 
ress will depend on M.U.’s allocation 
from the state bond issue. Under such 
circumstances planning is difficult. 

In Kansas, 10 cents per $100 valua- 
tion of the state property tax is set 
aside each year for buildings at the 
state schools. One quarter of the mill 
tax is for dormitories and the schools 
must match that amount with outside 
funds such as gifts or revenue bonds. 

This doesn't take care of all the 
building needs, But each year K.U. and 


K-State can count on $1,000,000 apiece 
for buildings. With this kind of orderly 
development, the schools so far have 
been able to keep pace with demand. 

This leads to the question of opti- 
mum size. In this area and over the 
nation, schools are expecting enroll- 
ments to double by 1970. For M.U. this 
will mean a student body of more than 
17,000. Kansas State and K.U. can 
look for a combined enrollment of 
30,000. How big should a school be? 

More and more educators are coming 
around to the belief that the cheapest 
and most efficient expansion is to offer 
facilities where students can live at 
home. In California, where the popula- 
tion crisis is an old story, this has led 
to emphasis on the junior college. 


Low Salaries—the Big Handicap 


The faculty problem can be reduced 
enormously with more money but that 
isn’t the complete answer. A doctor of 
philosophy can’t be turned out as quick- 
ly as the biggest dormitory and even 
then you must convince the Ph.D. that 
his best bet is in education. Today this 
is a difficult task when the graduate 
with a bachelor’s degree may step out 
of school to a better salary than is 
earned by the Ph.D. who taught him 

At the moment some of the founda- 
tions are considering the idea of offer- 
ing spectacular salary grants to out- 
standing teachers in an effort to en- 
courage higher pay and raise the sights 
everywhere. It might jar the public 
into realization of the inadequacies of 
present salary schedules. 

But realistic salaries won't create 
the teachers overnight that will be 
needed tomorrow. A higher ratio of 
students per teacher is inevitable. To- 
day, some schools are using closed- 
circuit television with the lecturer ad- 
dressing several classrooms at once 
The vast halls and the teacher with a 
microphone that typified the veteran 
boom after the war are returning. 


The Area of Compromise 


Whether this is bad is a matter of 
opinion. Some courses obviously call 
for small groups and class participa- 
tion. Others can be conducted in an 
auditorium, if necessary. At any rate, 
bigger classes are certain. Charles S. 
Johnson, president of Fisk University, 
offers this thought: 

“Keeping classes small by hiring poor 
teachers simply enables the teacher to 
communicate his mediocrity fn an inti- 
mate environment.” 

The quality of teaching is a large 
factor in the fate of liberal arts and 
the humanities in the growing struc- 
ture of American education. An even 
larger factor is the emphasis such 
studies receive. These are days when 
we read that the Russians are produc- 
ing twice aS Many engineers as the 
United States. There is increasing 
demand for professional training. 

But history, literature, economics and 
the fine arts are important, tao. Amer- 
ican universities tend to produce two 
types in large numbers. There is the 
graduate who has learned nothing ex- 
cept how to make a living and there 
is the student who has learned a little 
of everything except how to make a 
living. A better compromise between 
liberal arts and technology is necessary. 


The task of the educator is to find 
the short-cuts, maintain quality in vol- 
ume'‘and persuasively present the case 
for education to society. But the deci- 
sion must be made by society itself,

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Force Sought to Revive NATO: | 
As Political-Economic F actor 
And End U.S. Foreign Aid Apathy

WASHINGTON, June 2. 


VERSHADOWING the controversy over foreign aid is an 
unanswered question: How_can the United States exercise 


world leadership in a time when the emphasfs is rapidly 
shifting from military to economic competition? 

So long as there is no satisfactory answer to that question 
the issue of foreign aid will seem irrelevant and outdated. The 
Senate may restore part of the billion dollars cut out by the 
House, but it will not seem to matter too much to anyone, and 
certainly not to the Administration which has been going through 


the motions, but scarcely more 


The answer can be found only 
through some hard thinking that 
takes into account the vast 
change in the world situation 
that has come about with the 
new Soviet look. 

It is vital to move ahead into 
the new era. This can be done 
either in a giant stride calling 
for the utmost courage and 
candor or, if that is too much 
io ask, then it can be done by 
the piecemeal acceptance of 
new ideas and concepts. 

Plague of Indecision. 


The same palsy of indecision 
applies to the North Atlantic 
Alliance which today straddles 
the old world of military de- 
fense prepared against Soviet 
aggression and the new world 
of economic and _ ideological 
competition. It was to try to 
bridge the gap that Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
came up with the proposal to 
develop the political side of 
NATO. 

Translating! the Secretary's 
words into deeds promises to be 
difficult: 

The NATO Council meeting 
in Paris responded by naming 
a committee of three foreign 


ministers, Lester Pearson of 
Canada, Gaetano Martino of 
Italy and Halvard Lange of 


Norway, to discover ways and 
means for political and perhaps 
economic co-operation to give 
the alliance new and broader 
meaning. They are to report 
their findings to the Council in 
December. 

Next week Pearson will come 
to Washington .to talk with 
Dulles. He is already discover- 
ing, according to reports from 
Canada, that it is going to be 
hard to get agreement in the 
fields—politics, economics and 
propaganda — in which he is 
convinced NATO must expand 
if it is to survive. 


Yet he is a fortunate choice 
for this assignment since again 
and again he has come up with 
ideas that look to a broad new 
concept of co-operation in the 
West. He has served as a kind 
of broker between Western Eu- 
rope and the United States, miti- 
gating the impatience of the 
Europeans to move on to much 
wider co-operation and prod- 
ding Washington to move off 
dead center. 

Aware of Obstacles. 

In several recent speeches 
Pearson has pointed the way to 
new channels of economic co- 
operation between the have and 
the have-not nations. While he 
has urged much greater use of 
the United Nations as a means 


for distributing economic as- 
sistance on a fair and impar- 
tial basis, he has at the same 


time been aware that domestic 
political considerations stand in 
the way of channeling all such 
assistance through the U.N, 


Not long ago he came up 
with a compromise proposal 
that deserves far more con- 


sideration than it has received. 
This was for the establishment 
in the U.N. of a clearing house 
to which each nation woyld 
submit its plans and policies in 
the field of international as- 
sistance. There they could be, 
in Pearson's words, “examined, 
made public and co-ordinated” 
and “any suspicion that they 
were being used fom, political 
purposes could be challenged 
and exposed as true or false.” 

“This procedure,’ he went 
on to say, “would have the 
advantage of letting the world 
know what was being done and 
by whom, It would separate 
the propaganda chaff from the 
wheat. It would also expose 
the motives of any nation which 


refused to co-operate with the 
United Nations in this way.”

Another of Peaene ideas is 
for establishment of an inter- 
national professional and tech- 
nical civil service under the 
U.N. with experts. specially 
train.ed for work in underdevel- 
oped areas, There is, of course, 
an Urgent need for such spe- 
cialists who are in short supply.

Despite the sore ankle and 
the long staircases, the climb 
was worth it. 

The largest canvas in the 
world is in one of the rooms. 
I was intrigued that the largest 
room had no support in the 
ceiling. 1 was told that the 
wooden beams had been wrapped 
in lead, but in my opinion that 
made them all the heavier and 
I still don’t understand how the 
ceiling is supported. But the 
pictures and paintings on the 
ceiling and walis are among the 
greatest in the world and one 
of the things about the palace 
is that these paintings are of 
such immense size that it has 
been impossible to remove 
them. 


Gold-Covered Doors 


The bronze horses are still 
high on St. Mark’s cathedral in 
front of the dome. Napoleon 
took them and placed them on 
top of the Arch of Triumph in 
Paris and they weren't returned 
until after the treaty of 1815. 
I am told that once they were 
gold-covered like the doors of 
the baptistry in Florence. The 
baptistry doors once were 
bronze-colored but during the 
second world war they were 
buried in the earth for protec- 
tion. When they were recovered 
it was found that the bronze 
paint over the gold had come 
off and now the gold shows as 
it did in the first place.

A Disappointment.

It was the political leaders, 
the doges, who created the cli- 
mate in which the arts could 
flourish. They made Venice one 
of the great city states of his- 
tory with a power and glory 
known to only a handful of 
other city states, such as Rome, 
Athens and, Constantinople. I 
will have to read about these 
great political leaders, the 
doges, when I get home. 


An interesting thing to me is 
that these leaders were elected 
In a restricted sense Venice was 
a republic. The leading families 
elected the doges from among 
their own number. Limited as it 
was, this system of selection 
helped Venice escape the weak- 
ness that came to other Italian 
city states whose rulers inherit- 
ed their power. 

On Thursday morning, Stan- 
ley Woodward and I motored 
inland over a fine modern high- 
way, complete with billboard 
advertising, to see new wonders. 

I was particularly impressed 
with the Teatro Olympico in 
the city of Vicenza. It was the 
first theater ever built to pre- 
sent Greek plays under a roof 
It was built in 1579 by Palladio, 
who designed permanent sets 
that are divided into three Gre- 
cian streets that angle back 
from the bare forestage. The 
settings show the seven gates 
of Thebes; the acoustics are re- 
markable; everything said on a 
stage can be heard clearly in 
every part of the theater which 
has a seating capacity of 100 
people. 

An old man with white hair 
told us about the theater. One 
of the things he told us was 
that the statues which decorat- 
ed the interior were of the 91 
patrons who had contributed to 
the construction of the theater 
and that he had to know all 
their names‘ and , connections 
because when the great Vene- 
tian families came ovér he had 
to be able to point out their 
ancestors. Each patron centrib- 
uted 40 ducats to build the the- 
ater..

moved along at Nashville 

the past week, you could 
hear strong expressions for 
and against the tournament 
format that will require some 
45 miles of walking over a 
6700-yard course by the final- 
ists.

Older 
golfers, even star tournament 
players in the middle thirties, 
generally are ag ist the se.- 
up that makes such a require- 
ment of physical stamina. 


But the young men who 
see that the physical ordeal 
may be in their favor are

“It’s the only way to run a 
tournament,” said Tim Hol- 
land, the 25-year-old New 
York golf enthusiast. 

“It's just too much,” said 
Dale Morey, who for his age 
of 35 probably had played as 
much tourname:t golf over 
the years as anybcedy in the 
event at Nashville’s Belle 
Meade Country Club. 

With its 18 holes on Mon- 
day, 18 Tuesday, 36 Wednes- 
day and then match play 
scheduled at 36 through Sun- 
day, the Western runs seven 
days and involves more or 
less 12 rounds of play, de- 
pending on how long or short 
the matches are 


The National Amateur in 
its present form may require 
10 rounds or nine, depending 
on whether a plaver draws 
one of the 56 first-round 
byes. The American cham- 
pionship is completed within 
Six days. 

But the big drawback is 
that the U.S. Amateur con- 
tains six rounds of 18 hole 
matches, a route that is noto- 
rious for its frequent failure 
to produce the better golfer 
as the winner. 


Similar are most lesser 
tournaments and as a mat- 
ter of interest, in com- 


parison, the State champion- 
ship to run at Meadow Brook 
this week qualifies 64 players 
with an 18-hole round, then 
plays out the field in five 
rounds of 18-hole matches 
until the 36-hole Saturday 
final. 


Seek True Champion. 
T HE Western Golf Associa- 


tion, of course, was seek- 
ing a method that would 
enhance the reputation of its 


amateur championship win- 
ner. 
Maybe the United States 


Golf Association doesn’t need 
to take that step, but it is 
reported the Western change 
is being viewed with interest 
by U.S.G.A, officialdom. 

Actually, the basis of most 
amateur championships is 
limited by some regulations. 
For instance, a public links 
golfer is not eligible for the 
American Amateur — except, 
of course, the current na- 
tional public links champion 
who is invited to the U. S. 
Amateur, 

Other organizations 
larly limit the entry of 
players. The Missouri State 
championship, for instance. 
may be entered only by 
golfers who are members of 
golf clubs that are members 
of the association, plus a few 
players from associated clubs. 

Sectional championships, 
like the Western and Trans- 
Miss and others, are likewise 
restricted. 

So when an American or 
Western or State or any other 
amateur golf champion is de- 
termined, he is developed 
within a framework that isn’t 
quite wide open. 

An interesting note in this 
connection, however, is that 
the Illinois State event is 
open to any resident, accord-

C. W. W. Greenidge, U.N 
representative of the _ society, 
testified here last month on a 
French official report of slave 
routes from Timbuctoo to Jidda 
and Mecca. 

“The French ambassador in 
Saudi Arabia informed his gov- 
ernment that he had made in-. 
quiry in the Senegalese colony 
at Jidda and was satisfied with 
the authenticity of the informa- 
tion,” Greenidge said. 

The Ambassador had reported 
“that merchants in Jidda and 
Mecca send emissaries of Sene- 
galese origin, who are now nat- 
uralized as Saudi Arabians into 
the villages of the French Su- 
dan, the High Volta or the Niger 
province and particularly to 
Timbuctoo. 

‘These emissaries pretend to 
be Moslem missionaries and 
they entice their compatriots to 
accompany them on a pilgrim- 
age to Mecca. 

‘A number of Africans fall 
into this trap and are taken to 
Saudi Arabia. There they are 
sold into slavery. He estimated | 
that a few hundred a year are 
s0 sold.” 

Greenidge’s speech brought a 
reply from Jamil M. Baroody of 
Saudi Arabia: ‘‘To my knowl- 
edge, slave trade has been 
abolished and my government 
enforces the laws against it.” 

If there is any slaving, it is 
done “clandestinely by bands of

OTTAWA, June 2 (AP)—A 
project to build a 2200-mile 
Spipeline to carry gas from A\l- 
‘derta to Quebec has plunged 
Prime Minister St. Laurent’s 
government into one of the bit- 
terest controversies in Canadian 
history. 

Cries of “fascist” and “rapist” 
have been raised in Parliament 
>y opponents of the $375,000,- 
400 project. 

For two weeks a parliamen- 
tary battle has raged over the 
plan for temporary government 
financing of two major parts of 
the line to be built by Trans- 
Canada Pipe Lines Ltd., a 
largely United States - backed 
corporation. 

June 7 is the deadline set by 
the Government for approval of 
the measure, which provides for 
a loan of up to $80,000,000 to 
finance 90 per cent of the cost 
of building the line’s 575-mile 
prairie leg to Winnipeg. 

If the deadline is not met, 
Trans-Canada will be released 
from its agreement with the 
Government complete the west- 
ern section this year 
Blocking Campaign. 

opposition Progressive 
and Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation (so- 
cialist) parties have waged a 
determined effort block the bill.

It needs to replenish its sup- 
ply of funds from Parliament 
by May 3l.

The over-all project is for the 
biggest pipeline in the world. 
Connected developments in dis- 
tribution systems and change- 
over of facilities would involve 
a total investment. of an esti- 
mated one billion dollars.

The bill provides—besides the 
loan to the prairie section—for 
joint financing by the federal 
and Ontario governments of the

Miss Catherine M. Sullivan 
points out you should check 
first to see if the Underwriters’ 
Laboratory symbol appears on 
the item. That symbol means

| operation. 


Next, look for a card, tag or 
booklet that has the guarantee 
to repair or replace defective 
parts for a certain length of 
Then you'll be sure to 
protect the bride from imme- 
diate repair bills. And are 
there adequate ‘instructions for 
use? 

If the appliance is designed 
for table use, be sure the table 
rests and insulation will give 
adequate protection to the top 
of the table. You'll also want 
to make sure that all the han- 
dies are made of heat-resistant 
materials. 

Before you buy, another im- 
portant point to watch for is 
ease of cleaning and caring for 
the equipment. Just ask your- 
self if you'd like to clean it: 
and, if not, don’t buy it. If 
equipment is too hard to clean, 
the chances are that it won't be 
used.

The wise homemaker will 
take time to learn what her 
new appliance is expected to 
do, and how to operate it effi- 
ciently, in order to protect the 
investment.

Another important considera- 
tion is breakage. This is a par- 
ticular hazard in a household 
where there are youngsters who 
occasionally lend a grudging 
and naturally clumsy hand. It 
was found that more than five 
times as many dishes were 
broken in hand washing than 
machine washing. 

How Much Water? 

“How much water does & 
dishwasher use?” is a question 
frequently asked. It was found 
that the average dishwasher use 
of hot water by the participants 
was about eight gallons per day. 
This is less water than is need- 
ed to fill one of the new deep 
sinks, to say nothing of the 
amount of water used by women 
who rinse their dishes under 
running water. 

Still another advantage of au- 
tomatic electric dishwashers was 
found in the fact that they help 
lighten the laundry load by cut- 
ting down the number of tea 
towels to be washed and ironed.

PARIS, June 2.

HORTLY before the turn of 
§ the century when Eberhard 

Anheuser, the hero of this 
piece, was a young man about 
town, he was also quite a fan- 
cier of horse flesh. He owned 
a Stable of half a dozen race 
horses which ran regularly at 
the Old Fairgrounds track in 
North St. Louis, but regularity 
was about their only virtue, It 
didn’t take long for Ebbie, as 
he was and is known to his 
friends, to realize he was mak- 
ing several bookies financially 
independent. 

So he decided to switch sides 
and become a bookie himself, 
to get on the receiving end for 
a change. But as those things 
sometimes happen, the situation 
also reversed itself. Horses with 
the longest odds seemed to take 
deliberate delight in coming in 
first and Anheuser now found 
himself providing economic se- 
curity for his betting clientele. 

There’s no telling where this 
might have led, had not Adol- 
phus Busch, president of the 
brewery where young Anheuser 
was supposed to be putting in a 
little time, called him in one 
day. 

“I gather from what I hear,” 
said that bearded, baronial 
brewer, “that you are quite 
fond of horses.” 

“Indeed I am,” said young 
Anheuser with innocent eager- 
ness. 

“That’s fine,” said Busch, 
fixing him with a cold eye, “be- 
cause we have 250 of them out 
in the stables, and you can 
start rubbing them down.” 

Anheuser didn’t actually 
have to rub down the horses, 
but he got the point and set- 
tled down to his job of shipping 


clerk. That was 60 years ago.

Office building of the An- 
heuser-Busch brewery and went 
out onto a large balcony where 
we looked at the scene below 
and around us. “Right down 
there where that square build- 
ing is,” he said, pointing to a 
spot a half block away in the 
vast conglomeration of build- 
ings, “was where I was born. 
Our house stood there. And 
where you see those. stone 
arches, those were the, stables 
where we kept the 250 horses. 
And this building we're stand- 
ing on, or part of it anyway, is 
the old Lyon school where I 
went to school as a boy.” 

But now stretching in every 
direction over 142 acres, there 
is nothing but brewery and 
more brewery. And added to 
beer in the scope of the com- 
panys enterprises are yeast, 
corn products, cattle feed. re- 
frigerator cabinets, real estate, 
Diesel engines, railroad cars, 
pancake syrup and a major- 
league baseball team. The em- 
pire has long since swallowed 
up the home, the stables and 
the little school which Eber- 
hard Anheuser associated with 
his youth.

He has nothing but scorn for 
men who make no preparation 
for retirement and have noth- 
ing to do but sit on the front 
porch and rock. At 76, Anheus- 
er is an avid baseball fan. Al- 
though he can’t hunt like he 
used to, he still has his dogs 
He is fond of horses and rid- 
ing 
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IS home, on the edge of 

Sunset Country Club, is a 

source of endless interest to 
him, especially the lawns. For 
years one of his chief hobbies 
has been grass, and he is recog- 
nized as an expert in the field. 
He is both an amateur chef 
and a gourmet, and loves noth- 
ing better than to take Mrs. 
Anheuser to a good restaurant 
to dine on lobster or steak. At 
one time an excellent golfer, he 
still follows the sport, and 
when it comes to trapshooting 
he can still put many a young- 
er man in the shade. 

His love of sports goes back 
as far as he can remember. As 
a boy he lived, as he says, in 
the shadow of the _ brewery. 
Despite the fact his grandfather 
had owned the brewery, he was 
not a rich man’s son. 

“I was just another kid,” he 
Says. “I was no better dressed, 
nor did I have any more than 
the rest of them. In fact, I had 
a hard time because when I was 
small I stuttered so badly that 
I couldn't complete a sentence. 
The other kids thought this was 
funny, and in the schoolyard 
the boys would imitate me. This 
always led to a fight, and few 
days passed that I didn’t either 
whip someone or get whipped.” 

His grandfather, for whom he 
was named, died in 1880. Eber- 
hard was born later the same 
year. 

It was this first Eberhard, a 
German immigrant, who got in- 
to the brewery business some- 
what by accident. He was a 
soap manufacturer. The owner 
of the brewery, then called the 
Bavarian Brewery, wanted to 
expand. He borrowed $90,000 
from Eberhard and expanded to

the then great production of 
8000 barrels a year. Then he 
failed and Anheuser took over 
the brewery. 


He didn’t know what to do 
“with it. He bought brewery 
supplies from another young 


German named Adolphus Busch. 
At the same time Adolphus was 
courting his daughter, Lilly An- 
heuser. When they were mar- 
ried, young Busch came into the 
brewery and it was later incor- 
porated as Anheuser-Busch. 

The second Anheuser was 
Adolph, who died six years after 
his father, when the present 
Eberhard was only 6. Young 
Anheuser lived in a comfort- 
able, old 10-room house, played 
“Buffalo Bill” (as a result of 
which he still has a scar on his 
arm from being “knifed’’ by 
an “Indian”), swam in the Mis- 
sissippi in the summer and 
watched them cut ice from the 
river in the winter. 

He played the drums in the 
Concordia Fife and Drum 
Corps The corps was avail- 
able for almost any function, 
including political rallies, and 
its members didn’t care which 
side they were on just so they 
got to put on their uniforms 
and do their stuff. 

It was during those years 
also that an uncle took him to 
his first ball game. He saw 
Comiskey play for the Browns, 
and he’s been a baseball fan 
ever since When he was in 
his early teens, he played on 
a baseball team called “The 
Little Potatoes Hard to Peel.” 
In the years since, he’s been 
asked a thousand times how 
they ever came by that name, 
or what it meant. He doesn’t 
know, except that it seemed 
like a real snappy name at the 
time. 

In 1890, a new development 
was opened called Compton 
Heights, and the Anheusers 
moved to a new house there 
at Grand and Russell. It had 
15 rooms and spacious stables 
and Eberhard attended a school 
with the rather forbidding name 
of The Educational Institute. 
which was on Chouteau avenue 
and long since gone. Later he 
went to Washington University 

College and the years that 
followed were his salad days 
He enjoyed the social life, but 
his chief interest was sports 
any kind of sports. There were 
the horses which we've already 
mentioned. He still played base- 
ball, on another team which 
used to have an annual game 
with the newspaper men, one 
of whom was George McManus, 
then a cartoonist on the old 
Republic, later the creator of 
Maggie and Jiggs. 

He also belonged to a bow!l- 
ing team and a gun club. When 
they had the National Bowling 
Congress here, at the old Coli- 
seum he had the honor of roll- 
ing out the first ball. He got a 
strike. 

A retired English army offi- 
cer named Captain Turner came 
to town, and got Anheuser in- 
terested in greyhound racing 
He bought a couple of imported 
dogs from England, one whom 
was named Northern Express; 
he always remembered the 
name because she won him

Nature Impressions 


In Ozark Woodland 


By Leonard Hall 


ERE always sorry to see May slip away from us. The 

earlier weeks of spring have a vagrant charm which 

comes and goes: sunshine followed by showers, fragile 
hliossoms in woodland and field, days with a promise of 
warmth which give way to 
frosty nights that blight 
the growing things. May 
in Missouri, however, is a 
hearty maiden fairly burst- 
ing with health and sun- 
shine and the promise of 
maturity. It is a month of 
lush green growth which 
approaches the tropical in 
luxuriance. On a day or 
two, the thermometer may 
climb to give us a taste 
of summer ahead but on 
the whole both days and 
nights are comfortable 
May is the month, in fact, 
when life seems at its 
peak; when one is aware 
more than at any other 
time of the vast complex- 
ity of the grand scheme of 
nature.

whatever time we have available. There's more to be 
seen. heard and sensed in a half-mile walk through the 
woods at a slow pace than in several times that distance 
covered at a dog trot. It is even a good idea, we find, to 
stop for a space just inside the border of the woodland: 
nerhaps to find a comfortable boulder and sit quietly to 


see what impressions come to us 


a ae 

The first impression, at this season, Is likely 
to be of the luxuriance of the green growth around 
us. But then our eyes come to rest closer to home. 
Here on the boulder where we sit are the greenish- 
brown splotches ef lichens and clumps of moss, 
while at its base on the shady side grow ferns. 
All these, along with several species of fungi 
which can be seen from where we are sitting, are 
old members of the family of plants, having devel- 
oped on the earth long before the seed plants 
which are now dominant. Each of them has inter- 
esting characteristics. The fungi are a tremendous- 
ly numerous family including mushrooms, toad- 
stools, molds, mildew, smut and many others. 


* . « 
@ LICHENS DEVELOPED somewhat later than fungi, 
though thev are almost equally interesting. They are 


actually not a single plant, but a combination of two plants 
living together in a mutually beneficial relationship, Each 
kind of lichen, in other words, is made up of a fungus 
which does the job of supplying water and a supporting 
body for one of the algae. 

Mosses belong to a considerably smaller plant order 
than fungi and are the simplest green plants which have 
solved the problem of living on the land, although they 
are largely limited to moist locations such as the shady 
sides of rocks and edges of small streams. They have a 
sort of rudimentary root and stem, while some of the 
liverworts have leaves; but in neither case do these really 
correspond to the complex root, stem and leaf structure 
of the higher forms of seed plants. The ferns belong to 
a still smaller group of plants, somewhat more complex 
than fungi and mosses, yet with a similar reproductive 
cvcle hased on the production of spores which grow into 
tiny plants containing the male and female cells of the 
forthcoming fern. These spores are produced in tremendous 
numbers; perhaps as many as 50,000,000 by a single fern 
during the growing season. 


* » . 

Thus hefore even started’ our walk 
through the woods, we've become conscious of 
several of the oldest orders of planta; the ferns 
having been dominant in the landscape of the 
geological past and showing up as fossils in many 
kinds of rock. But still we haven't exhausted the 
possibilities for observation from our boulder at 
the edge of the woodland. This rock itself is inter- 
esting; an outcrop of the dominant layer of Bonne- 
terre limestone which covers the floor of our Ozark 
valley. This particular dolomitic limestone was laid 
down on the ocean floor during one of many 
inundations of the Ozark region, this one probably 
occurring during the Cambrian period some 500.- 
000.000 years ago at the very beginning of bio- 
logical history on our planet.

@ THE CHARACTER of this limestone 
a dominant factor in the soils which have formed above 
it and, to a considerable degree, in the forms of plant life

Many of these we can see and identify 
from our boulder. At ground level, for example, are native 
trefoils, vetches, lespedezas and clovers. Redbud 
and the honey and black locust are tree legumes which 
Cedar is a common invader of 
the limestone glades where soil is thin, but on the deeper 
soils we see the real climax trees; ash, walnut and the 
hig white and red oaks. The list of grasses, flowering 
plants, shrubs and trees which can be identified without 
even moving from our vantage point is impressive and 
we know this is due, at least in part, to the extreme age 
and complexity of the limestone soils which have developed 
through countless centuries. 

Yet no cataloging of plants can complete our observa- 
tions made from the limestone boulder. We turn over a 
rotting stump beside us.and discover a whole new world 
of insect life. The song of a bird comes to us and a bit 
of searching with the binoculars reveals the nest of a 
tiny blue-gray gnatcatcher, one of our smallest songbirds. 
A rabbit comes hopping along the path, is momentarily 
startled by some movement we make, sits on his haunches 
to watch us for a space, then turns unconcernedly to 
nibble a tender young plant of the sericea lespedeza. A 
gray lizard inspects our foot, runs up our leg and perches 
on our shoulder. A box tortoise comes marching methodi- 
cally past. But now it.is time to hurry home to work and 
we resolve, on our next walk in the woods, to cover a 
hit more territory. |

HE joy that comes from step- 
T pine on the little bathroom 

scale and discovering that 
at long last the downward goal 
has been reached is understand- 
ably a high point, if not the 
highest, in the whole process of 
thrusting excess weight off the 
human frame. 

If one should say that all 
human experiences which re- 
lease feelings of gladness, noth- 
ing theretofore quite equalled 
this one, TI would agree My 
own feeling was one of thril! 
through my whole being as 1 
stood on the telltale platform, 
eyes somewhat unbelievingly 
held at the mark to which the 
needle pointed. 

I've been through it and T 
know. For those who stick to 
their dieting. there finally 
comes the sudden revelation on 
the little hathroom scale that 
the Reducing Road has reached 
its end. 

It doesn't take a lot of gray 
matter to realize that the lesson 
of 2 plus 2 equals 4 can apply 
to more than just numbers. If 
what I ate before dieting gave 
me my original weight, which 
was tho much, how long will it 
take a resumption of old eating 
habits to bring back the same 
overweight? 

So, what to do? The simple 
answer is obvious: No resump- 
tion, from this point on, of the 
old eating habits.

THINK it well to state now 
J tha my purpose here is to 

deal only with how to keep to 
a weight already achieved, not 
with the matter of proper foods. 

It can be assumed that most 
readers, have, in the course of 
dieting, acquired knowledge 
about kinds of food considered 
best for health.

the Winds After Ending Diet 


cheese, hutter, oleo. et cetera 
Only how to keep weight down 
is our theme 

Since calories are the guilty 
agents of excess weight—wheth- 
er they spring from. staples 
overeaten or foibles overin- 
dulged, ot an overaddition of 
hboth—the resolve of no return 
to old habits must stand as the 
prime order of the day, 

Whether the reducing regi- 
men was based on a daily intake 
of 800 or 1000, or 1200 or more 
calories, obviously a trend must 
he stopped in its tracks. Now 
that a proper weight has been 
reached, an alteration must take 
place 

If the quantity of food you 
have been eating —the diet — 
brought vour weight down, and 
the quantity eaten before diet- 
ing sent vour weight up, then 
obviously a happy medium must 
be found somewhere between 
the two that will keep you at 
the proper weight just reached 

You cannot stick to the re 
duced quantities of the dailv 
diet list because weight would 
continue to go down, and you 
can't go back to the quantities 
of pre-diet days, because weight 
would go back up and ultimate- 
ly you would find yourself at 
the original point of 
weight You then would dis- 
gustedly give up the whole idea 
or, in despair, again face the 
task of reducing. 

This exactly represents the 
dieting experience of many a 
history of downs and ups, and 
is precisely what we seek to 


avoid. 
The happy medium men- 
tioned must, therefore, be 


found and there should be a 
cautious increase in the amount 
of food eaten to find just the 
right amount. 

What is meant by caution is 
really a sufficient degree of 
watchfulness, for one cannot 
go back to the careless pre-diet 
days of no restraint if weight 
is to be maintained 

But if restraint cannot be 
tossed to the winds, neither is 
it necessary to become its slave. 
What is involved is neither a 
slavery to restraint, nor a sur- 
render to the flesh, but rather 
the exercise of a reasonable de- 
gree ot restraint, 
little bath- 
With dieting over, 
iis use wont be so pressing, 
but as the means for an occa- 
sional checkup of what is hap- 
pening weight-wise, it is the 
principal tool in weight control.

T use the scale once or even

twice a week is not only 
useful, but comforting as 
well. When vou step on it and 
find the needle pointing to the 
right weight, it is reassuring: 
when it's up a little, it serves 
as an invaluable warning tocut 
down on intake for a day or 
two; if it points a little off, the 
pleasure of some extra nibbling 
is in order 
I do not advise stepping on 
the scale oftener than twice a 
week. Once a week is really 
enouch to eliminate the risk of 
letting weight run up or off 
very much, but twice is the 
limit if it will make vou feel 


better. To do so oftener is need- 
less and encourages a slavish 
attitude

Don't allow 
that to happen. 

Too, mental outlook has be 
come favorably addicted over 
the period of dieting to the 
healthful eating regimen. This 
includes kinds and quantities 
of food one has learned to 
consider best, and the times 
for eating 

The point is that, given the 
combination of good habits, 
wholesome outlook and_ (the 
more favorable physical state 
which is the usual attractive 
lot of the “just finished diet- 
ing” dieter, it is easy to realize 
that one stands at a bridge 
propitiously placed for crossing 
over into a permanent realm 
of wholesome eating habits 
simply by continuing in kind, 
if not in degree, the good habits 
already formed 

At this point, let me deal 
with still another factor, per- 
haps the most potent of all for 
lending strength to resolve. It 
is that from now on you _ eat 
more 

If, before, .will power had to 
be used and temptation resisted, 
because one wanted more food 
and some of certain kinds of 
forbidden food, there comes 
into the picture now the pros- 
pect of additional calories to 
help still appetite’s devils 

There isn’t a choice about It. 
The additional food must be 
eaten if the downward trend is 
to be stopped and.weight main- 
tained at its present level. The 
weight objective has been 
reached, and unless intake is 
increased, weight loss would 
continue. One would then be- 
come underweight, which is like 
overweight, undesirable condi- 


tion. 
I therefore stress this point

I am not proposing 
that we live the rest of our 
davs in an atmosphere of cal- 
orie calculation, but for the im- 
mediate purpose of illustrating 
how much more food can—nay, 
must—be eaten daily, 2500 cal 
ories may be used as an Aau- 
thoritative average 


It makes no difference to 


your weight whether daily eat 
ing is regular or irreculat 
Poundage just as surely springs 
skyward because of gorging at 
spaced meals of breakfast, 


lunch and dinner as from unre- 
strained nibbling throughout 
the wakeful hours. What you 
weigh depends not on how you 
eat, that is, method, but on how 
much you eat Forays to the 
icebox or scheduled formality 
at candlelight tables have noth- 
ing to do with it. 

For most of us, however, 
three principal) meals are the 
usual thing and so, to illustrate 
further how much food we can 
eat and yet maintain weight, 
let us see what three average 
meals can look like in relation 
to our assumed daily average of 
2500 calories 

For breakfast. let's have 
orange juice, corn flakes with 
milk and sugar, an egg (any 
style), two slices of toast. hut 
ter and jam, coffee with sugar 
and cream. Counting calories 
gives us: orange juice 80; corn 
flakes 80, with milk (whole) 1509, 
and sugar 20 (well-rounded tea 
spoon); egg 75; two average 
slices of toast (enriched white) 
150, butter (two thin squares) 
40, jam (two teaspoons) 60: cof 
fee with sugar 20. and cream 
(one tablespoon heavy: 50; total, 
breakfast, 725 calories.

Probably the balance of 
echortening. sugar. flour and 
baking powder was improper 
These points are all taken 
into consideration by the manu- 
facturers of good cake mixes 
Like my correspondent, I enjoy 
making a homemade cake oc- 
casionally. Working with the 
ingredients gives me a satisfac- 
tion many cooks share. At the 
same time, I do not discount 
the place that a mix has in 
helping to solve that three- 
meal-a-day problem.

CREAM FILLING: Two-thirds 
cup sugar, one-half cup flour, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, two 
cups scalded milk, two egg 
volks, one teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract, one-half cup heavy cream, 
whipped. 

Mix sugar. flour and salt in 
top of double boiler. Stir in 
scalded milk gradually. Stir 
over hot water until mixture 
thickens, cover, and cook 10 
minutes. Stir in egg yolks 
quickly, one at a time, and con- 
tinue stirring over hot water 
one minute. Cool. Fold in va- 
nilla extract and whipped cream. 
Place between cake layers, or 
split a cooled angel food and 
place between layers. 

Note: For chocolate filling— 
Melt two squares chocdilate 
with the milk, and increase 
sugar to one cup. 


For the lunch-toters with 
hearty appetites, prepare a 
sandwich of chopped corned 
beef, chopped onion, chopped 
dill pickle and tomato juice. 


Spread filling on caraway rye.

Husband Is Sweet, 
But Won't Pay Bills

Dear Martha: 


AM becoming desperate. My big problem is money, or 
the lack of it. I have been married five years and have a 
beautiful baby and a husband I love deeply. He is sweet 
and loving but he won't pay bills. In the five years of mar- 
riage we have gotten in 
debt. He makes a fair sal- 
ary but won't spend a cent 
of it unless forced to do 
so. We owe many people 
and with tears and plead- 
ing I’ve given him money 
to pay some of them but 
others are still unpaid and 
are over a year old. Last 
year our baby was rushed 
to the hospital for an op- 
eration and that set us 
back plenty. Now the hos- 
pital has notified us that 
it is starting legal proceed- 
ings. Martha, I am living 
a life of terror. Every 
time the mailman comes 
or there is a knock on the 
door I’m afraid to answer 
as nine times out of 10 it’s 
someone wanting to be paid. I have begged my husband to 
let me get a job but he says my place is at home. Last year 
I told him I'd leave him and take the baby. He reformed 
for awhile but things are worse than ever now. He gives me 
so little household money that I’m going without a meal a 
day in order that our baby can have the food she needs. I 
have sold much of our furniture to pay bills. My pastor has 
suggested a budget counselor but my husband will have no 
part of that. I have no money for legal advice but I do need 
help. Please tell me where I can go for help before my 
Marriage and my nerves give out. A.

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Maybe if you arranged for your husband to miss a good 
dinner occasionally, rather than make all the sacrifices your- 
self, he would realize how desperate the situation is. But he 
is responsible for the support of his family, so as rough and 
nerve-wracking as it is to see bills in the mailbox and a col- 
lector at the front door, just keep referring all of them to 
him and refuse to open those window envelopes until he 
gets home and can face them himself. However, even if he 
won't seek budget counseling, it would help you a great 
deal and support you in whatever steps will be necessary to 
preserve your home and your health to seek professional 
assistance on your own. At such an agency as Family and 
Children’s Service or the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, 
you can find counselors who will glady work with you and 
analyze your whole situation so you can see what would be 
best to do under the circumstances. Don’t try to carry the 
burden alone.

@ 1AM 26 YEARS OLD and live with my parents. I have 
been dating a boy who is the son of some good family 
friends. He is a fine person, Martha, but I don’t love him 
and yet his parents and my mother are trying to persuade 
me to marry him. They point out that he has a good job, is 
attractive and cares for me and say nothing else matters.

2. Invest in a shoe bag for 
every shoe, a waterproof case 
for cosmetics, lightweight plas- 
tic bottles for liquid toiletries, 
a fabric stocking case, and four 
padded hangers for your best 
clothes;

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Englishman Going Without Sleep

Burnett's handicap has been 
a boon to the adult members of 
the 450 population in Hose to 
whom he is known as “Ewi.” 
One villager explained: 

“You can call at Ewi'’s house 
any time of the day or night 
and you will be sure of an an- 
swer. Whenever we have any 
problems we always go to Ewi.”

He has devoted his 420,480 
hours of wakefulness mainly to 
reading, gardening, village af- 
fairs, and more lately, to watch- 
ing television. 

“I suppose I get through 
about 10 books a week, apart 
from newspapers, and keep up 


with affairs of the day,” he 


said. “I have nothing special 
in taste but the book or maga- 
zine must be interesting. 

“It makes me laugh’ when 
people say they feel tired be- 
cause they were late going to 
bed the night before. 

“Sleep is only a habit—you 
can do without it.”

After Hoax Cuts Political Career 


Admission of Falsifying War Record Cost 
Him House Seat —- Utah Mormon 


Rewuilds 


OGDEN, Utah, June 2 (AP) 
— Tears streaming down his 
face, Representative Douglas 
R. Stringfellow faced the tele- 
phone cameras and radio micro- 
phones. 

“Here are the facts,” he told 
his audience from Salt Lake 
City that dramatic night of Oct. 
17, 1954. 

“I never participated in any 
secret behind-the-lines mission 
for our Government 

“‘q never captured Otto Hahn 
or any other German physicist. 

" He struggled on through 
speech, fighting to control 
his emotions. 

Only a few moments, String- 
fellow had stood as an inspira- 
tion for thousands of Ameri- 
cans—a patriotic, articulate vet- 
eran who had overcome terrible 
wartime wounds and now was a 
respected member of the United 
States House of Representatives. 

Rewards of many kinds had 
fallen upon the Congressman, 
then only 32 The National 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
in 1954 had named him one of 
the country’s 10 outstanding 
young men. He held awards 
from the. Freedom Foundation 
and the American Legion. He 
was one of the best paid lec- 
turers on the circuit and gave 
as many as 200 talks a year. He 
had been the surprised star of 
the television program, “This 
Is Your Life.” 

War Record Challeneged. 

But in October of 1954 the 
Army Times — an_ unofficial 
Washington publication said in 
print what long had been ru- 
mored: that Stringfellows war 
record was not all he claimed 

As late as Oct. 16, Stringfel- 
low, campaigning for re-elec- 


tion, denied the charge He 
called the attack politically in- 
spired. 


tut suddenly, the next night, 
the strange case of Douglas 
Stringfellow reached its climax: 
“IT come before this radio and

television audience tonight a 
humble, contrite and very re- 
pentant individual. I have made 
some grievous mistakes for 
which I am truly sorry.... I 
wish before my Heavenly 
Father that I might undo this | 
wrong. I ask your forgiveness 
and I assure you I will spend | 
my lifetime repenting and try-| 
ing to make amends... .” 

Several days later Stringfel- | 
low withdrew as a candidate for 
re-election. The Utah Repub- 
lican party chose Dr. Henry 
Aldous Dixon as a last minute 
replacement. Dr. Dixon cam- 
paigned and won. Stringfellow 
dropped from sight. 

But how now? What is a life- 
time of repentance like? Couid 
Stringfellow without protest ex- 
change his place in the sun for 
a lifetime of obscurity? And 
his wounds—from a land mine 
in France—were real. He would 
walk only with the aid of canes 
and a heavy brace on one of his 
two paralyzed legs. How—still 
crippled—would he support his 
wife and family? 

Discusses New Life. 

In an interview to discuss his 
new life, Stringfellow at first 
was reluctant. 

Then he started to talk of 
himself, prodded by an occa- 
sional question. 

“IT made a serious mistake 
and I faced up to it in the best 
way I knew how,” he said. 
“Things snowballed. I was guil- 
ty of planting the seed, then it 
got magnified. But I was guilty 
of tampering with something 
important to the American peo- 
ple—patriotism.” 

He told of closing his affairs 
in Washington, returning to 
Ogden and starting to look for 
a job 

“T went to an old employer,” 
he said, “and they told me: 
‘Never set foot in this place 
again.’ But that’s the only kick 


in the face I ever got.” 

He said he applied for em- 
ployment with the Federal 
Government, wanting to work 
for the information service, 
but it didn’t work out. 

“IT once was one of the high- 
est paid speakers on the lecture 
circuit. And Ben Franklin, 
head of the Associated Clubs— 
in the west that’s the Knife and 
Fork Club — asked me if I 
wanted to try speaking again 
I did. 

First Address in Detroit. 


Early in 1955 he gave his first 
address since making his con- 
fession. It was in Detroit's 
Town Hall. “Everybody who 
heard my talk liked it,” String- 
fellow said. “There were two 
questions at the end. One was, 
‘Where can I get a copy of your 
speech?’ The other was, ‘When 
are you going back into poli- 
tics?°” 

He made several other 
speeches that season, then 
worked for an insurance com- 
pany between lectures while 
his wife helped by selling din- 
ner china. But the strain was 
too great on his legs and now 
he is gambling his talks will 
be a success so he can continue 
in that field. 

“What do I talk about? The 
title of my speech is ‘I believe.’ 
It's a hodgepodge of my per- 
sonal philosophy. I talk on 
current events, with spiritual 
overtones. It's the same speech 
I gave before, with elimination 
of the war story. I never make 
reference to what happenea. 

“I say the greatness of Amer!i- 
ca is not what we achieved but 
the way in which it was done. 
I tell them of our greatest lack 
and our greatest need—that 
more people should know how 
to address the throne of God 
and how to inspire people with 
the word of God. And I gay 
the real challenge is not so 
much in where we are, but ’.n 
the direction we are going to 
head in the atomic age. I em- 
phasize the family unit, and 
the necessity of teaching chil- 
dren respect for authority and 
the good things in life.” 

Devout Mormon. 


A devout member of the Lat- | 


ter-Day Saints (Mormon) church, 
he also has given some talks 
in the. church. 

He admitted financial diffi- 
culty. 

“These have been rough times 
for us economically,” he said, 


“but there have been compen-. 
sations. When I was in Con-' 


| gress I used to leave the house 


at 6 a.m. and not get back un- 
til midnight. Now I have a 
wonderful family life. I have 
my daughter that came last 
Father's day.” he said, nodding 
to a happy baby playing near- 
by. He has two older boys, 
3 and 4. 

What were the most impor- 
tant things bolstering his mo- 
rale after he left Congress? 

“Well, my wife and her un- 
derstanding. My spiritual back- 
ground. And the goodness of 
people.” 

What about returning to pol- 
itics? 

“A segment of the Chamber 
of Commerce asked me to run 
for the Ogden City Council last 
fall, but I felt it was premature. 
I feel everything will take its 
natural course. I surrendered 
by right to actively seek office 
—but if it’s there it'll come.” 

“I miss Congress,” he _ said. 
“T still correspond with my for- 
mer colleagues. Whenever they 
run into my old staff members, 
they always ask about me and 
how I'm doing. 

“I get letters from the White 
House occasionally.” 

He got up from his chair and 
found a letter, then read it 
aloud. ’ 

“It's from Jerry Persons, a 
deputy assistant to the Presi- 
dent,” he said. It asked of 
Stringfellow’s health and fam- 
ily.

RAVE PROBLEM 


Seriousness Recognized 
Widely but Congress 


Is Not Aroused by 


Long Delays.

WASHINGTON, June 2 

Since the days of Magna Charta 

the delay of justice has been 

increasingly regarded as a de- 
nial of justice. The force of 
that view with respect to the 
alarming congestion in federal 
district courts is being recog- 
nized and emphasized by lead- 
‘ers of the bar, the judiciary and 
the Administration as they seek 
to stem a rising tide of unadju- 
dicated litigation, some of which 
may require as long as five 
years to reach the trial stage. 

Congress obviously is_ not 
aroused to the seriousness of 
the situation. For the operation 
of the entire federal judiciary 
system, from the Supreme 
Court down, about $36,000,000 
will be appropriated this year. 
This is a little more than half, 
of what the Navy would spend 
on a cruiser and about half of 
what the Government allots to 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr., Deputy Attorney 
General William P. Rogers and 
Chief Justice Earl Warren have 
been sending up danger signals 
in recent months in an attempt 
to gain recognition of the hard- 
ships of delay suffered by many 
litigants. What they seek is not 
short-cuts to justice, but ways 
of expediting procedures which 
are in accord with the funda- 
mental pattern of American law 
and customs 

Concern on Civil Cases. 

Criminal cases in the district 
courts have priority under the 
rules of criminal proced d 
usually are disposed of pp. uvwpt- 
ly. Civil cases are what cause 
concern. 

Within the last 50 years, civil 
actions started in district courts 
have increased four-fold. In 
the last 15 years, the backlog 
of civil cases has increased from 
29.000 to 69.000, an increase of 
134 per cent. The increase in 
the backlog has resulted from 
the fact that year after year 
more private civil cases, that 
is, those between private par- 
ties, have been filed in the dis- 
trict courts than have been ter- 
minated. These private cases 
are important in appraising the 
backlog because, on the average, 
they take three times as much 
of the judges’ time, both in 
court and chambers, as @ gov- 
ernment cases. 

The median time from filing 
to disposition for all civil cases 
tried in the district courts has 


_— = 


jumped in the last 13 years 
from nine months to 146 
months. This means that half 


the cases tried took longer than 
the median period. In 24 of 
the 94 district courts in the 
United States and territories, 
the median for filing to dispo- 
sition exceeded 15 months. 

Those who are attacking the 
congestion problem recognize 
that there is no simple solution. 
Many steps have been recom- 
mended in the past and some 
have been taken, but the prob- 
lem grows more complex. 

Not Enough New Judges. 


One of the moves has been 
¢reation of additional judge- 
ships in districts which are 


manifestly undermanned on the 
bench. This is a slow process, 
however, and is never enough 
to catch up with demand 


Between 1941 and 1945, the 
number of federal judgeships 
was increased about 26 per 


cent, bringing judicial strength 
at the district level to approxi- 
mately 270. In this same pe- 


riod, however, the number of 
civil actions started in the 
courts increased 54 per cent 


and the pending caseload went 
up 134 per cent. 

Moreover, a district is never 
recommended for an additional 
judgeship until its situation Is 


demonstrably desperate. Many 
months are required for Con- 
gress to recommend a new 


judgeship, additional time is re- 
quired to nominate and contirm 
the new appointee. Meanwhile, 
the caseload and backlog situa- 
tion becomes increasingly worse. 

Those struggling with the 
problem have expressed doubt 
that there will come a time in 
the near future when the num- 
ber of judgeships will equal the 
number required to move the 
cases along at a normal clip. 
Hence, they are looking to other 
means for cutting the backlog. 

These include a more flexible 
system of transferring judges 
from districts where the case 
load is light and putting them 
to work in districts which are 
congested and the mandatory 
use of proved pretrial proced- 
ures that up to now have been 


left to the discretion of the 
court. 
Pretrial Plan. 
The pretrial procedure has 


been used with noteworthy re- 
sults in the Southern District 
of New York. There the attor- 
neys in every case are required 


to appear before one of two. 
specially designated judges to 


discuss their cases. The discus- 
sions are informal, but firm, 
and hundreds of cases have 
been decided under the guid- 
ance of the judges without trial. 

Another suggestion has been 
a tighter rein on continuances, 
so that the flow of cases before 
the bench will not be thrown 


off a fixed schedule except for | 


compelling reasons.

U.S. Breaking of Sea- 
sonal Pattern Brings 
Sharp Protest by 
Dairy Industry.

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WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP 
—Americans face the prospect 
of higher year-around prices for 
milk. But, if the increases come, 
it will not be without a fight 


within the dairy industry it- 
self. 
In many urban areas con- 


sumers already are paying from 
one-half to two cents a quart 
their milk than they 
had been scheduled to pay this 


spring and summer 
Acting under threats of pro- 


ducer strikes in many milk 
marketing areas, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture recently set 
aside normal seasonal declines 
in producer prices Which had 
been scheduled to take place 
under federal milk marketing 
orders. 

These orders, which general- 
ly set the pattern for most 


more for 


‘fluid milk markets of the coun- 


try, are designed to stabilize 
supplies and prices in the reg- 
ulated areas. The department 
sets minimum prices which milk 
distributors must pay dairymen. 
But it does not set retail prices. 
Pattern for Prices. 

The milk orders have fol- 

lowed the principle that prices 


should decrease during the 
spring and summer season of 


heavy production and should in- 
crease in the fall and winter 
when production falls off. 

The lower prices in spring 
and summer are designed to en- 
courage greater consumption, 
while the higher prices later in 
the year are intended to en- 
courage dairymen to produce 


more. 
In suspending the normal 
spring-summer . price decline 


the department departed from 
this pattern. The question now 
is whether the department will 
return to it when fall arrives. 

The department’s action has 
brought sharp criticism from a 
big dairy group the Joint 
Committee of the National 
Creameries Association and the 
American Butter Institute. 

This committee reflects the 
viewpoint of dairymen who for 
one reason or another do not 
have access to the city fluid 
milk markets. They must de- 
pend on manufacturers of but- 
ter, cheese, dried milk, ice 
cream and similar products for 
an outlet. These markets offer 
much lower prices than others. 

Letter to Benson. 

In a letter to Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra ‘Taft Bgnson 
just made public, the jerit com- 
mittee—through Otie M. Reed, 
its Washington representative— 
said the department’s action in 
suspending the seasonal price 
declines threatened to bring 
new troubles to the dairy in- 
dustry. 

Reed said that in setting 
fluid milk prices at “arbitrarily 
high” levels, the department 
would stimulate production in 
the fluid marketing areas be- 
yond consumer needs. Surplus 
milk produced in these areas 
would be diverted, he said. into 
the produetion of dairy products 
which would compete’ with 
products made from milk sup- 
plied by dairymen denied access 
to the higher-priced fluid mar- 
kets. 

In this action 
surpluses of

In indicating that the com- 
mittee will fight for a depart- 
mental return to the pricing 
pattern used in the past for 
fluid milk, Reed struck at the 
reasons for departing from it. 

He said the department 
should not have bowed to the 
threat of dairy strikes. 

“This is not.to say,” he said, 
“that the department should try 
to do forbid strikes, On the 
contrary it should have nothing 
to do with them, either to forbid 
them or to try to outmaneuver 
the striking elements by jug- 


fact. he said.

gling the price structure under 


its orders.” 

Termination of Order. 
Reed sai hat in even 
producer strike against Govern- 
ment-set prices, the department 
should terminate .its order in 
the affected area This would 
leave it up to producers and dis- 
tributors to settle their differ- 


ences, with the Government 
being out of the picture and 
not subject to pressure from 


one side or the other. 

“The maintenance of an or- 
der in the market in our view 
unquestionably contributes to 
the success of a strike,” he said. 

Reed said that in establishing 
fluid prices at higher levels 
than can be justified by eco- 
nomic factors, the department 
“aids and abets the strike.” 

In addition, the creameries- 
butter institute spokesman said, 
the department sets up a 
“double standard” for the two 
types of milk sold by dairymen 
—one, a higher price for fluid 
milk, and a lower one for milk 
used for manufacturing pur- 
poses. 

The big question of whether 
the department will return to 
the long-established pricing pat- 
tern must be answered by. its 
officials in August and Septem- 
ber. That is when the spring- 
summer prices end. 

In making its decision, the 
department may be faced by 
new threats of producer strikes 
if it does not allow higher fall 
and winter prices than are 
presently scheduled under the 
federal orders. 

Possible Election Influence. 

Certainly, any decision by 
the department could be ex- 
pected to have an influence on 
the national elections to be held 
in November. Areas which pro- 
duce much of the manufactur- 
ing milk—milk which , Reed 
says the department is discrimi- 
nating against—is produced in 
such politically-important Mid- 
western states as Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Iowa. 

This area long has been under 
the impression that dairymen 
in the regulated urban markets 
have been getting a much bet- 
ter deal out of Government 
dairy programs than have they. 
The manufacturing milk pro- 
ducing area contends that the 
federal orders are being used 
to raise walls against the flow 
of their milk to the fluid mar- 
kets where prices are higher. 

Furthermore, it dislikes the 
idea of the fluid markets pro- 
ducing more milk than their 
consumers will drink and then 
turning the surplus into manu- 
factured products. 

Reed took the view that by 
boosting the fluid milk prices, 
the department is “throwing 
very effective road blocks” in 
the way of the dairy industry's 
efforts to promote greater con- 
sumption. He said increased 
prices lead consumers to buy 
less 

The department acknowledged 
receipt of Reed's letter’ but 
made no comment other than 
to say that what he had to say 
“should be helpful” in its de- 
termination of future pricing 
policies.

Ground was broken the past 
week for the new office build- 
ing, which will house Universal 
Match Corp.’s general and ex- 
ecutive offices, on the east side 
of Paul avenue in Ferguson, 
adjacent to the company’s en- 


. graving. department building. 


Start of construction was 
timed with the thirtieth anni- 
versary of the company, which 
produces advertising match 
books in its Match. Division 
plants in Ferguson, Los -An- 
geles, Calif., and Hudson, N.Y. 

Diversified and subsidiary in- 
terests of Universai include: An 
Armament Division with plants 
in Ferguson, Marion, Ill., May- 
nard, Mass., and Los Angeles, 
Calif.; the Ferguson Machine 
and Tool Co., Inc., Unitronics, 
Inc., and Impax, Inc., all in 
Ferguson; National Vendors, 
Inc., in St. Louis, and Interna- 
tional Tag and Salesbook Co., 
Chicago, Ill. 

The new office building, 
scheduled to be ready for occu- 
pancy before Christmas, will 
occupy a site on the east side 
of Paul avenue in Ferguson, be- 
tween the passenger and freight 
lines of the Wabash Railroad. 

The two-story structure, 75 
by 160 feet, will rest 98 con- 
crete piles driven to a depth of 
40 feet. The first floor will be 
two feet above grade and of re- 
inforced concrete construction. 

Concrete columns will sup- 
port the second floor concrete 
slab. Plans are for roof framing 
of structural steel and steel 
open web joists, with metal 
form deck and insulating type 
concrete, covered with a tar 
and marble chip roofing. 

All exterior walls will be of 
masonry construction, with rust 
colored rubble stone on the 
first floor west elevation and 

ale cream-colored brick in 

lemish bond for the project- 
ing north, west and east eleva- 
tions of the second floor. The 
rest of the exterior will be fin- 
ished in a warm-tone old sand- 
brick. 

The main entrance, and -re- 
ception vestibule, will be ac- 
centuated by projecting in Cir- 
cular shape beyond the main 
front, with access from an ar- 
cade formed by the projecting 
second floor, carried on stone 
columns. 

The projecting vestibule roof 
slab will be supported by stone 
piers, with large plate glass 
panels between. Inside plant- 
ing boxes are designed for the 
base of the glass panels. The 
floor will be terrazzo, with a 
Mosaic mural on the wall op- 
posite the entrance doors. 

A large parking area for em- 
ployees will be in the rear of 
the building. 

Ceilings throughout will be 
of suspended acoustical mineral 
tile, with flush-type fluorescent 
lighting fixtures. 

The first floor will house pur- 
chasing offices, electronic com- 
puter and recording machines, 
personnel department, dicta- 
phone, addressograph and mail- 
ing departments. In addition 
to utility room for heating and 
air-conditioned equipment and 
electrical system, the main floor 
will have a cafeteria and 
kitchen. Adjacent to the cafe- 
teria will be a conference room. 

Executive offices, sales, book- 
keeping, auditing and filing de- 
partments and special offices 
for promotional work and pro- 
duction research will be on the 
second floor. 

The building will be equipped 
for year-round air-conditioning 
with multi-zone control. 

Windows of the west side on 
the second floor will be shielded 
against sun glare and heat by 
vertical louvres, adjusted tothe 
movement of the sun by auto- 
matic controls. 

The building was planned and 
designed by Arthur Rathert and 
G. R. Kiewitt, Associates. I. E. 
Millstone is the general con- 
tractor.

Brewery 
Starts New 
Building 


A $1,000,000 expansion and 
improvement program has been 
started by the Carling Brew- 
ing Co. at its St. Louis and 
Belleville, Ill., plants, accord- 
to an announcement by Ian 
R. Dowie, president. The capi- 
tal expenditure will be made 
during 1956. 


The major part of the prov- 
gram is at Belleville, where 
construction has started on a 
new $400,000 warehouse build- 
ing, adjoining the present plant. 
Other improvements at Belle- 
ville will total $350,000, includ- 
ing a quarter of a million dol- 
lars for additional brewing and 
bottling equipment and $100,- 
000 for refrigeration. 

Carling’s St. Louis plant and 
office buildings on North Flor- 
issant are being modernized at 
a cost of approximately $250,- 
000. Principal expenditure is 
on new equipment and facilities 
for brewing, bottling, warehous- 
ing and loading. 

The new warehouse at Belle- 
ville will provide 75,000. square 
feet of floor space at dock- 
loading height. It is designed 
to permit maximum’ utility of 
fork lift trucks in loading and 
unloading at nine truck docks 
and three rail car docks with- 
out any changes in floor level. 

The building will have a con- 
crete floor, structural steel 
framework with corrugated as- 
bestos siding and a flat metal 
roof covered with tar and 
gravel. One end of the build- 
ing will have a brick facing. 

The structure will measure 
300 feet on the longest side, 
along a railroad spur, and 250 
feet on Sixteenth street. The 
roof will be 25 feet high. 

Bauer Bros. Construction Co., 
Inc., Belleville, is the general 
contractor for the building, 
scheduled for completion about 
Sept. 1.

HE FAMILY OF MAN EXHIBIT, one of the most significant 
photographic collections ever assembled, will be at City 
Art Museum from tomorrow until June 25. Selected from 

more than 2,000,000 pictures, the show’s 503 prints represent 68 
countries and are the work of 273 photographers. 

But these statistics, impressive though they are, represent 
only a facet of the display’s import. The heart of the exhibit is 
the way the photographs capture its central theme: the essen- 
tial oneness of human beings throughout the world. Beneath 
the differences that economic conditions make, that varying 
cultures create, people are neighbors at the core of life—in their 
smiles and in their sorrows. That is what the pictures portray. 
In so doing the photographs are an acknowledgment that all 
over the world photography has attained maturity, has become 
a major form of expression and is one of the arts. 

The show was conceived and the pictures selected by Ed- 
ward Steichen, dean of American photographers and director 
of the photography department at the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York. He chose pictures “of the gamut of life from 
birth to death.” There are scenes of toil and leisure, of lovers 
and mourners, of babies and the aged, of primitive hunters 
and atomic scientists. 

Opening at the New York museum in January, 1955, the 
exhibit attracted 270,000 visitors in 105 days, a record attend- 
ance. Since then five copies of the collection have been on 
tour, three in this country and two overseas. The showings 
abroad are sponsored by the United States Information Agency 
and have set attendance records in many museums, as have 
the editions in this country. In Tokyo the photographs drew 
243,000 persons in 24 days; 100,000 saw it in Amsterdam, 50,000 
in Guatemala City. A book containing the photographs has 
sold more than 500,000 copies, and was on a best seller list 
for 38 weeks. 

"To find an exhibit with a wonderful theme of universal 
interest illustrated by world-wide photographs of superb qual- 
ity is something unique,” said Charles Nagel, director of City 
Art Museum.

VERYTHING ABOUT ST. LOUIS’ new United 

States Military Personnel Records Center is 

enormous—from its physical dimensions to 
the volume of activity that it houses. The build- 
ing is among the 20 largest in the world, its 
1,349,148 square feet of usable floor space ex- 
ceeding that of New York’s famed Empire State 
building. Among government buildings, it is sur- 
passed in size only by the Pentagon. 

The six-story, concrete-and-glass structure 
shares a 45-acre military reservation with the 
Army Publications Center at 9700 Page avenue 
in Overland. The $15,000,000 building is almost 
two blocks long and a block wide—728 feet by 
282 feet, to be exact—and is enclosed by almost 
seven acres of glass. It is, essentially, a huge 
filing cabinet, for its function is to safeguard the 
military records of millions of Americans who 
have served in the nation’s armed forces. 

These are not simply historical records that 
are stored away in musty vaults to gather dust 
and be forgotten. Every one of the 38,525,000 
individual service records now filed in the big 
building will, on the average, have some signifi- 
cant data added to it or some vital information 
extracted from it every six months. 

Important to the life of one of every four 
Americans now living, the records are the pri- 
mary supporting documents for $3,500,000,000 in 
benefits paid annually to veterans, their widows 
and children. They must be available for ready 
reference to prove claims for pensions, citations 
or hospitalization; to afford transcripts of educa- 
tional and training courses in service schools; to 
verify service dates and combat participation; 
to authenticate skills and proficiencies. 

The Center actually is composed of three 
centers, for the Army, Navy and Air Force main- 
tain separate commands with each administer- 
ing the records of its own veterans. The Army 
Records Center, which occupies three floors, con-

tains the service files of approximately 21,525,000 
former soldiers and officers demobilized since 
1912 (older records are in the~National Archives 
in Washington). The Naval Records Manage-' 
ment Center covers one and one-half floors, has 
files on 16,000,000 former Navy and Marine 
Corps personnel back to 1885, in addition to 
school and medical records. The Air Force Rec- 
ords Center, to open officially on July 1, has one 
floor and 1,000,000 records dating from the estab 
lishment of the Air Force in 1947. 

All of these personal records are in pape: 
form, in folders in filing cabinets; they do not 
lend themselves to microfilming because data 
must be added to them from time to time. But 
the Army Center has microfilmed 150,000,000 unit 
personnel records, such as muster rolls, sick re- 
ports, morning reports and ship passenger lists, 
dating to 1912. If the original documents had 
been kept they would require 5500 five - drawer 
letter - size filing cabinets. On microfilm (52,410 
reels) they are contained in 58 cabinets, a reduc- 
tion af almost 100 to 1 in space requirements. 

About 2000 civilians and 35 military person 
nel work at the Center, including the Army com 
plement in charge of the building, a Department 
of Defense facility. Each week the Center re 
ceives from military units all over the world 
90,000 morning reports, 135,700 medical and clin 
ical records, 12,600 files and service records 
7300 miscellaneous papers (of which half are 
destroyed), and 35,000 pieces of incoming mai! 
and correspondence that require 160,000 refe: 
ences to the stored records. 

And each week the Center prepares 49,000 
pieces of outgoing mail, furnishes 16,000 medica 
and clinical records to the Veterans Administra 
tion, issues 1800 certificates in lieu of lost or de 
stroyed discharge certificates, processes 160 dec 
orations and awards requests, and prepares som: 
15,000 photostatic copies of records.

OR THE THIRD straight summer, Munici- 
~ Opera has reaped for its repertory a 
umper crop of Broadway musicals of 
recent vintage. Four such shows are on the 
1956 calendar, all playing St. Louis for the 
first time. Last season there were four, in 
1953 five shows that were given for the first 
time either in the city or in Forest Park. 

Also on this season's schedule is an- 
other of Municipal Opera's concert “firsts” 
—this one of music and ballet from grand 
opera. Completing the year's program are 
six encore productions, two being postwar 
musicals presented only once previously by 
the civic theater. One of this pair, “Annie 
Get Your Gun,” opens the opera's thirty- 
eighth season Thursday, will run 11 nights. 

Shows new to St. Louis are “Paint Your 
Wagon,” “Wish You Were Here,” “Peter 
Pan” and “Kismet,” the latter to be the 
closing two-week attraction. All 11 shows 
except “Annie” and “Kismet” run one week. 

‘Paint Your Wagon,” a story of the Cali- 
fornia gold rush, has book and lyrics by Alan 
Jay Lerner, music by Frederick Loewe. They 
are the collaborators of the earlier “Briga- 
doon” and of the current Broadway sensa- 
tion Ren | Fair Lady,” a musical version of 
George Bernard Shaw's “Pygmalion.” 

“Wish You Were Here” is an adapta- 
tion by Arthur Kober and Joshua Logan of 
Kober’s play “Having Wonderful Time.” The 
setting is a Catskill summer resort. In the 
Harold Rome score is the title song which 
topped the hit parade for weeks. 

“Peter Pan” will be the same musical 
version of the James M. Barrie play which 
starred Mary Martin on the stage a on TV. 
The Forest Park theater will be specially 
wired so Peter can sail through the air. 

"Kismet" tells of a beggar-poet who, in one 
day, rises to rule Baghdad. te ainsi based 
on that of Alexandre Borodin, includes the 
popular hit “Stranger in Paradise.” 

“An Evening of Great Music” will be 
made up of excerpts from 12 grand operas— 
“La Boheme,” “Tosca,” “Pagliacci,” “Faust,” 
“Carmen,” “Samson and Delilah,” “Lohen- 
grin,” “Tannhauser,” “Jewels of the Ma- 
donna,” “Lucia di Lammermoor,” “Thais” 
and “La Gioconda.” Included will be the 
entire first act of ‘Tosca,’ and the famous 
ballet from “Faust.” 

Cole Porter's “Kiss Me, Kate,” here in 
1953, is returning, as are Sigmund Romberg's 
"The Student Prince,” Vincent Youmans’ 
“Hit the Deck,” Oscar Straus’ “The Choco- 
late Soldier,” and “The Great Waltz,” the 
story of the Viennese waltz kings, the Jo- 
hann Strausses. 

This will be John Kennedy's fifteenth 
anniversary as the opera’s productions di- 
rector, Edwin McArthur’s twelfth as musical 
director. Other staff members are: Paul C. 
McGuire, art director; Alan Green, stage 
director; Anthony Nelle, choreographer and 
ensemble director; Dan Eckley and Ted 
Cappy, splitting the season as modern dance 
and ensemble director; Rene Wiegert, asso- 
ciate musical director; John Scott, general 
stage manager; John E. Peters, stage man- 
ager; James O'Neill, Richard Platt, David H. 
Tucker, assistant stage managers; Jerald B. 
Stone, assistant musical director; Leo B. 
Meyer, assistant to Mr. McGuire.

That first soldier 
| met in Normandy 


by GEN. MAXWELL D. TAYLOR 
CHIEF OF STAFF, U. S. ARMY 


At about 11 p.m. on the eve of D-Day in Nor- 
mandy — June 6, 1944-—the parachute ele- 
ments of the 10Ist Airborne Division took off 
from English airfields in more than 400 C-47s. 
General Eisenhower saw us off, which in itself 
would have convinced us that we were doing 
something a little out of the ordinary. In fact, 
our division was to spearhead the greatest mili- 
tary operation in history — the allied invasion 
of Fortress Europe. 

Our planes were in tight formation, a huge V 
of V’s with wing tips almost touching. This was 
required so that, at the drop zone, our men would 
jump together and land in comparatively com- 
pact groupings for combat. But as we headed 
across the Channel and approached the Norman 
coast, a gray wall rose in the distance: fog. We 
entered it, and every pilot, through natural fear 
of collision, began veering right or left. By the 
time moonlight broke through, my plane seemed 
to be entirely alone. 

Suddenly we were in the battle area. Our 
earlier pathfinder planes had alerted the enemy, 
and from all sides ground fire was boiling up- 
ward. As we approached the drop zones of my 
division, the battlefield seemed illuminated by 
antiaircraft fire and the light from airplanes al- 
ready hit and aflame. 

Then we were jumping... 

Thanks to a last-minute gust of wind that 
swung my chute away from the others, I landed 
alone in the high grass of a moonlit pasture. 
Quickly I struggled to my feet, pistol in hand. 
Although there was small-arms fire nearby, the 
only visible sign of life was a circle of curious 
Norman cows that stood chewing their cud and 
gazing at this unexpected disturber. I got busy 
on my parachute, tightly strapped to my body 
and legs. The morning dews had saturated my 
clothes, making release difficult. Clutching the 
pistol in one hand, and working the straps with 
the other, I soon realized I was getting no place. 
So I put down my pistol and cut my way out 


with a knife — fully expecting a German to 
appear at any moment. I must say that was an 
anxious and thoroughly undignified interlude 

Once out of the chute, the next problem was 
to find my troops. Where was this division which 
I had brought to Normandy? I should explain 
that in anticipation of the difficulties of a night 
assembly, we of the 10ist had equipped our- 
selves with a toy-like mechanical cricket by 
which we could make a cricketing sound to 
identify one another in the darkness. 

Now, cricket in one hand and gun in the other, 
I set out to find my soldiers. I was in newly dug 
earthworks — which suggested that a German 
garrison might be nearby. As I stumbled ove! 
each new bank of earth, I expected a challenge 
or a shot. This prowl through the German pos! 

ns lasted some 20 minutes. They seemed like 

years. 

en, slipping along in the dark shadows of 

a hedgerow, I heard someone moving on the 
other side. Both of us were approaching the end 
of the hedge, which was just ahead. Pisto! 
cocked, I moved forward slowly, slowly. The 
other person obviously was doing the same. Jus‘ 
as | was wondering whether to rush around the 
corner and fire, I heard a sound — one that | 
will never forget — the sound of the 101st Atr- 
borne Division’s cricket. 


And There He Stood... 


I “cricketed” back and jumped around the 
headgerow. There in the moonlight was a bare- 
headed parachute infantryman, M-! rifle 10 
hand, bayonet fixed, the bright look of adven- 
ture in his eye. That young parachutist was the 
most welcome sight I ever saw in the whole wa’ 
We fell in each other’s arms and gave that fra- 
ternal embrace which men can exchange 0n!' 
in moments of high action. 

From that moment on, so far as I was con- 


cerned, the battle was won. Normandy was C00- 
+ 


quered. Fortress Europe had had it.

BOSTON, MASS. 


OR SEVERAL months, a young, 
smartly dressed woman walked 


into Boston Psychopathic Hospital, 


a mental institution here, at 8:30 every 
morning. At 5:30 p.m. she would leave 
to go home. 

Miss L. was suffering from a serious 
mental illness — and so, between morn- 
ing and early evening, she. received full 
treatment at the hospital. This included 
drugs, to help her achieve peace of mind: 
work and group therapy, to reawaken her 
interests and skills; and counseling to 
help her over the rough spots of daily 
living. 

Then, on her own initiative, Miss L. 
went out to look for a job. Soon she 
landed one in a local department store. 
Today she is fully recovered. Neither her 
customers nor her boss dream that she 
was once a mental patient. 

Such cases are not unusual, for Miss 
L. is one of a growing army of ex-patients 
who have benefited from a revolutionary 
idea now spreading through the nation’s 
mental hospitals: part-time mental care 
on a day- or night-only basis. 

Already, this bold, money- and time- 
saving idea has produced astonishing re- 
sults. Its implications are even more ex- 
citing when you consider these facts: 

There are about 750,000 patients in 
mental hospitals now. An added 9,250,- 
000 Americans suffer from some form of 
mental disease. One out of four families 
is affected. Of this staggering total, ex- 
perts say, a great many can be helped by 
part-time care. 


You Could Be Affected 


That means you, a member of your 
family or a friend could one day be 
helped by the new “open-door” therapy, 
which costs about one-third as much as 
full-time héspitalization and promises to 
take much of the fear and shame out of 
mental illness. 

Open-door care will, permit more and 
more people to regain their mental health 
with shorter hospital stays — or without 
ever having to be admitted as full-time 
in-hospital patients. 

Thus far, day-care and night-care pro- 
grams have sprung up around the U.S. 
—in Boston, Omaha, Des Moines.

GROUP THERAP 


Washington, D.C.; Topeka, Kans.; Laf- 
ayette, La. New York City will embark 
on a part-time-care plan soon. Within the 
next three years, part-time care will 
spread to three or four times the present 
number of hospitals. 

One authority told PARADE: “We vis- 
ualize this approach as the next great step 
forward in treatment of the mentally 
ill. In the future, with day and night care, 
a large proportion of the individuals now 
hospitalized will never have to see a hos- 
pital bed or be cooped up within four 
a 

Six types of patient already are being 
helped by part-time care: 

1) Once-hospitalized patients who are 
ready for discharge. They total more 
than 150,000 each year. Many of these 
people need an “emotional bridge” be- 
tween the hospital and the world outside. 
Without it, 50 per cent or more may 
suffer relapses and be rehospitalized. 
Day care with its varied treatment serv- 
ices — drugs, counseling, friendly social- 
izing, group and physical therapy, elec- 
tric shock, occupational therapy — often 
can provide that “in-between” bridge. 

2) Mentally sick people who do not 
need full-time hospitalization. Often. 
these people refuse to seek help in a hos- 
pital because they feat being “put away” 
forever. Psychiatrists estimate the num- 
ber of these potential patients at more 
than 1,000,000. 

Miss F. was such a case. A 52-year- 
old spinster, she became depressed and 
suspicious when her mother died. Re- 
luctant at first to seek help, Miss F. 
finally went to the Menninger Founda- 
tion Hospital in Topeka. 

Doctors there decided that she would 
do much better on day care than as a full- 
time hospitalized patient. In a few 
months, Miss F. was so improved that 
she returned to her job and has been 
well ever since. 

Another Menninger patient, a 19-year- 
old college student, continued right on 
with his college courses while he was on 
limited day care. 

3) Hospitalized patients who actually 
don’t belong in hospitals. They would do 
much better on a part-time basis. As 
more such programs develop, more 
patients will be switched to them.

4) Mentally disturbed people who can 
hold down full-time jobs, but require the 
treatment and security of a mental hos- 
pital — overnight. 

G.W. is a night-only patient at Boston 
Psychopathic. He works every day and 
returns to the hospital at dinner time. 
“I’ve got no family,” he explains, “and | 
feel better here until they say I’m ready 
for final discharge. Working days helps 
me break the ice. But I know that if I lose 
the job I'll still not be out in the cold. . .” 

Night care is especially valuable where 
families are nervous about the patient 
living.at home — even if the hospital is 
prepared to discharge him. 

5) Relatives of discharged patients. 

Mrs. T., a 42-year-old housewife, was 
about to be discharged from the Men-

ninger. day-care program. But doctors 
felt that before she could lead a happy 
home life, her husband should learn of 
the problems which had contributed to 
his wife’s illness. 

So he reported to the hospital daily 
for a short period. As he participated in 
Mrs. T.’s treatment program, he began 
to understand the sources of her trouble. 
When she was discharged, her husband 
was equipped to meet his wife’s emo- 
tional needs. 

6) Children and the aging. 

Today there are few part-time: facili- 
ties for these two groups. One day-care 


a +f 


center for children is located in Omaha 
at the Nebraska Psychiatric Institute. 
There, troubled children report at 9 a.m. 
They receive-treatment and go to special 
school classes if they are able to. Parents 
call for the children at 4 p.m. 

In addition, the Institute is hoping to 
set up an experimental day center for 
the aging. One of the biggest problems of 
this group is Jgneliness. Day care could 
do much to end that problem. 

How does part-time care function? 

The patient reports either in the morn- 
ing or the evening. (At Montreal Gen- 
eral Hospital, one of the pioneers in day 
and night care, they call it the “hotel” 
system of treatment.) 

The day patient may start by chatting 
with the social worker or psychiatrist. 
He may then go to a group-therapy ses- 
sion — directed by a hospital staff mem- 
ber — where patients openly discuss 
their problems. PARADE sat in On such a 
session at Boston Psychopathic. 

From patients came statements like: 
“I get confused when I leave the hospital 
and get back among all those people.” . . . 
“Most of us are strapped for money, but 
that’s secondary .. . First we want to get 
well.” ...“A couple of days ago, I just 
walked around in a panic.”... “This 
treatment has helped me. At least now, | 
can get out of bed in the morning and 
come down here.” 

Later, the day patient may do some 
work. At Boston Psychopathic, patients 
man the coffee shop, do wall painting. 
repair work and other chores. 

In addition, the patient may build 
something. He may paint a picture. 
which comes under the heading of occu- 
pational therapy. Somewhere along. the 
way he may be given a “tranquilizing” 
drug, such as reserpine or chlorproma- 
zine. 

These drugs, used widely in mental 
hospitals only within the past three years. 
have revolutionized mental care. Since 
their introduction, hospital discharges 
have soared as much as 19 per cent, thus 
intensifying the need for part-time care. 

Night patients go to the hospital 
straight from work. They receive treat- 
ment similar to that of their daytime 
counterparts. They dine about 8:30.

How open-door care pays off 


Patients are in bed by 10:30 or 11 and 
leave for work or home after breakfast. 
Montreal General is so enthusiastic 
about its program that it has written 
letters to big local businesses telling of 
the available service. The response has 
been great — and varied. As a result, 
“We can offer treatment 24 hours a day 
for every stage of mental illness,” says 
Dr. A. E. Moll, head of the hospital’s 
psychiatric program. He adds: 

“I want to emphasize that there are no 
locked doors here — and we have some 
very sick patients indeed.” 

That statement reflects perhaps the 
most important aspect of part-time men- 
tal care. Says a psychiatrist in the New 
York State Department of Mental Hy- 
giene: “Open-door mental hospitals, 
with no bars or shackles, will do much 
to break down the ‘jail’ aspect of mental 
care.” 

In addition, when more people are 
entering and leaving mental hospitals 
freely, many more cases will be detected 
early — when treatment’results are best. 

Dr. J. Sanbourne Bockoven, in charge 
of Boston Psychopathic’s day and night 
care, goes even farther: 

“This approach places the emphasis 
where it belongs — not on buildings and 


beds. Building more hospitals and get- 
ting more doctors isn’t the solution 
Many full-time patients become stagnat- 
ing vegetables and lose both humanit\ 
and hope... 

“With part-time care, however, I think 
we can keep thousands of sufferers from 
mental illness out of hospitals and also 
shorten the stays of many who have to 
be committed. Part-time care is becom 
ing the dominant trend in the mental 
health field...” 

For patients like Mrs. R. B., a middle- 
aged woman with sorrow etched deep 1n 
her face, Dr. Bockoven’s statements are 
as important as life itself. 

Recently, after months of emotiona! 
turmoil, Mrs. B. volunteered for care a! 
Boston Psychopathic. Under the impres- 
sion that once you entered a mental hos 
pital, you never got out, Mrs. B. was 
pleasantly surprised when she was pul 0” 
day care. 

“Tell me,” she asked PARADE’S report 
ers, “do you know of other people they v¢ 
helped here? I’m a little scared.”

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Fan-magazine writers and gossip col- 
umnists demanded to be told how her 
fiance kissed, how he made love. Was it 
true that Brando was an impossible ec- 
centric, that he had no real marital in- 
tentions, that she’d been used as a 
publicity device and then abandoned? 

Josanne declared that these interroga- 
tions had- shocked and bewildered her. 
After trying to be obliging and polite, 
she made up her mind not to answer such 
personal inquiries. 

When Josanne arrived here late last 
year, some observers predicted a quick 
Las Vegas elopement. Instead, Brando 
organized his own production company 
and took off for location work in Japan. 
His fiancee signed up with a little- 
theater group and now attends drama 
classes two days a week, looking for act- 
ing jobs between times. In six months 
she obtained only one job, a feature role 
in a daytime TV show. 

Casting directors say the girl has tal- 
ent but that the roles she can play are 
limited by her Latin features and French 
accent. “Another important point,” an 
agent told me, “is that if Josie is going 
to marry Brando she doesn’t need the 
work. The casting directors feel they 
would rather give the job to a girl who 
really needs the dough.” 


“I’m a Lucky Girl” 


Although lack of work periodically 
depresses her, Josanne says she is “really 
one of the luckiest girls in the world.” 
Here’s why she thinks so: 

She was born in Marseilles on May 31, 
1935, where her Corsican father, Charles 
Mariani, was a taxi driver. Her parents 
separated when she was an infant, and 
she was raised in the Mediterranean 
coastal village of Bandol by a nana 
named Madame Michel, while her 
mother worked as a waitress in seaside 
cafes. 

Josanne was only 4 ‘at the outbreak of 
World War II. She was evacuated to 
Romans, an Alpine village. She remem- 
bers bombing attacks nearby and a visit 
once from her father, who was killed in 
the resistance. 

Her own life began producing excite- 
ment when she was 15 and started pos- 
ing for Moses Kisling, a Bandol artist. 
Through Kisling she met Dr. Schneider, 
who later sent for her as a teacher-com- 
panion to his children. 

She arrived in New York on March 5, 
1953, a gawking newcomer. When she 
soon showed an interest in dramatics, 
Dr. Schneider was encouraging. When 
the family moved away for the summer, 
Dr. Schneider got her a job as appren- 
tice at the Westhampton (L.I.) summer 
theater. 

“I did everything,” says Josanne, 
“prop girl, sign painter, ’anging posters, 
everything. When the summer was over, 
Dr. Schneider asked me if I still wanted 
to act. I said, “Yes, more than ever.’ ” 

Josanne enrolled in Stella Adler’s 
drama school. In November, Marlon 


Brando, an alumnus, showed up at a 
school party. 

“"E was so wonderful,” she fondly re- 
members. “We began going together. 
What a lovely man. We went to the 
theater mostly. I met ‘is friends, Wally 
Cox, Maureen Stapleton, and then ’is 
father and ‘is sister. But I do not talk 
about Marlon. It is too personal.” 

In 1954 Brando invited his young lady 
friend to come to Hollywood as his guest 
and watch him play the role of Napoleon 
in Désirée. This visit led to their secret 
engagement. Josanne flew back to France 
to tell her folks the good news. Brando 
arrived a few days later, rolling into 
town on a hired scooter. 

With her engagement announced to 
Hollywood’s famous bachelor, the fisher- 
man’s stepdaughter (her mother had re- 
married) became an international celeb- 
rity. Newsmen descended on tiny Bandol 
in droves, interviewing and photograph- 
ing the young couple from every angle. 
Josanne became a figure of note. Brando 
became a figure of rage. “I can’t stand 
this persecution any Jonger!” he shouted. 
“Isn't there any place we can have a 
little privacy?” In desperation he took 
off for Rome, leaving his fiancee behind 
to cope with newsmen as best she could. 

Reporters pursued her in Paris and 
New York with relentless questioning. 
There were also radio and TV offers. The 
only one Josanne accepted was from a 
big variety show; she flew out to Holly- 
wood and for $1,000 mumbled a few 
sentences while 30,000,000 video viewers 
gaped. She then returned to New York to 
resume her studies.

While Josanne worked diligently on 
her dramatics and diction, Brando 
labored on Guys and Dolls in Holly- 
wood. When the movie was completed, 
Josanne joined her fiance in the film col- 
ony and has been here ever since. 

Whether or not she succeeds as an 
actress, whether or not she eventually 
becomes Mrs. Marlon Brando, Josanne, 
just past her 21st birthday, still considers 
herself one of the world’s most fortunate 
young women. 

“Whenever I am depressed out ’ere,”’ 
she confesses, “I think of all the wonder- 
ful things that ‘ave ‘appened to me since 
I was 15.:Then my ‘eart dances a little 
dance of joy.” a
